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Plenary Session #3 

GCOM ALASKA INITIATIVE. Tom Taylor presented the report entitled "Mission and 
Ministry in Alaska." Tom moved that the Alaska Initiative be referred to the CCC for their 
evaluation and possible implementation of its recommendations, and that they report the 
results of their work to the 1997 Annual Meeting. Tom reviewed the recommendations that 
were organized under six major areas: Missionary Conference Status, Personnel, 

Communications and Technology, Relationship with Other General Agencies of the UMC, the 
Role of Alaska Pacific University, and the Issue of Funding. 

CONFERENCE MEMBERSHIP. Tom Taylor presented information on Petition U\ 
concerning AMC Conference Membership. Tom moved the adoption of petition #1. After 
several attempts to postpone and amend petition #1 the body adopted the original motion. It 
was noted that both the General Board of Higher Education and General Board of Pensions need 
to be consulted on this petition. 

HABITAT FOR HUMANITY. The conference voted to suspend the rules in order to 
consider a Habitat for Humanity proposal referred to as Petition //3. The proposal "for the 
Alaska Missionary Conference to build a Habitat For Humanity home during the 1997 Annual 
Conference" was adopted with a referral to CF&A for a discussion on funding sources. The 
proposal will involve a $45,000 conference-wide fund raising effort. Bishop Dew noted that 
CF&A should clarify which organizations within the Alaska Missionary Conference are 
approved to solicit funds. Such a list should be part of the recommendations of CF&A. 


Plenary Session #4 

CONFERENCE COORDINATING COUNCIL. Betty Taylor presented a report from the 
CCC. Betty invited each of the Regional Program Council chairs to speak on behalf of the 
ministries they have sponsored during the past quadrennium. The presentations were given by 
Rose McLean of the Southcentral Region, Edie McCoy of the Northern Region, Jim Sutton of 
the Southeast Region, and Ted Myers of the Kenai Peninsula Region. 

COUNCIL DIRECTOR. Chris Spencer expressed appreciation to all those who helped in 
the planning of the annual meeting. She highlighted the varied aspects and ministries related 
to the Council Director's position. 


GENERAL CONFERENCE DELEGATE REFLECTIONS. Billy Still, Susie Smalley, 
and Bishop Dew shared highlights of their General Conference experience.

Greg Lindsay presented the overall report with a few minor 
editorial changes. The Committee on Equitable Compensation set the minimum cash base 
compensation at $25,300. The past service pension rate was set at $380.

VOLUNTEER IN MISSIONS. Representing Chugiak UMC, Rachel Lieder Simeon 
indicated that 18 of our 28 local churches will be receiving workteams this summer, including 
both Birchwood Camp and Eagle River Camp in Southeast Alaska. 

BIG LAKE FIRE UPDATE. Ann Bledsoe reported on the Bib Lake fire and its impact on 
the community . . . 37,000 acres were burned and 344 structures were destroyed. Several folks 
have been staying at the First Church and the Red Cross has set up a center at the church. 

NOMINATIONS. A motion was approved to reconsider the nominations report. Verda 
Carey was then elected archivist and Bea Shepard historian 

PUBLISHING HOUSE. Bishop Dew presented a check for $586.84 to the Conference 
Treasurer, Susan Bickman, from The United Methodist Publishing House for the AMC Pension 
fund. 

PROFESSIONAL MINISTRY UNIT. Milo Thornberry highlighted information 
concerning Petition if 4 on "Guidelines for Dealing with Clergy Sexual Misconduct." He also 
expressed appreciation to those who are providing leadership to the course on Dealing with 
Clergy Sexual Misconduct. Rachel Lieder Simeon spoke to the advocacy efforts related to 
those who are victims of sexual misconduct. Milo offered six editorial changes that were 
approved. 

It was moved and approved to amend petition //4 at line 160. After the sentence ending 
"his/her ministerial duties" add "When a clergy person is removed from his/her ministerial 
duties due to sexual misconduct, a report shall be made by the Bishop or Conference 
Superintendent at the next clergy session to inform the clergy of the actions taken." 

A motion was also made to amend line 162 to change "and institutions" to read "in our church 
and institutions." At line 93 the PMU accepted a change from "under our law" to read "under 
Alaska State law." Section B of the guideline was referred back to the PMU while the remainder 
of Petition #4 was approved as amended. 

UNITED METHODIST FOUNDATION SCHOLARSHIP. Rose McLean introduced 
Charlotte Titus, a member at FUMC, Anchorage, and a student at Alaska Pacific University, as 
the recipient of a $1,000 grant for a student who is continuing work at a United Methodist 
related institution. The award is provided by the United Methodist Foundation for Higher 
Education of The United Methodist Church. 

PETITION U2 "TO FORM AMC STATUS COMMITTEE." Petition H2 was presented 
by Lonnie Brooks. It dealt with the formation of an Alaska Missionary Conference Status 
Committee. The petition was defeated.

Chugiak UMC hosted the evening meal and worship service. Elaine Williams was the liturgist 
and Janelle Hamilton was the pianist.

Opening worship was led by Janet Baird. Sharon Cooper was the pianist and Billy Still 
provided the morning homily. 

Plenary Session #5 

THE ADVANCE. William Rollins, General Board of Global Ministries Western Jurisdiction 
Field Rep, presented a certificate of appreciation to Ann Janzen for her work as the AMC 
Secretary of Global Ministries. Mr. Rollins announced that the 50th anniversary of the 
Advance will be celebrated in 1998. 

CONFERENCE FINANCE AND ADMINISTRATION. On behalf of CF&A, Bob Bowers 
approved the solicitation of funds ($45,000) requested in Petition #3. The funds will be used to 
build a Habitat for Humanity home in conjunction with the AMC annual meeting in 1997. 
Recommendation #1, setting the total salary subsidy for 1997 at $75,000, was approved. 

Bob Bowers placed Recommendation #2, the 1997 AMC budget, before the bar of the 
conference. He then moved for the adoption of Section #1 dealing with World Service and 
Conference Benevolences. Section 2 (Other Benevolences - General Conference), Section 3 
(Connectional Administration Fund), and Section 4 (Connectional Clergy Support) were also 
approved. Mr. Bowers then moved the adoption of the 1997 apportioned budget- $570,983. A 
motion was approved to defer the adoption of the apportioned budget pending further 
discussion of several related budget issues. 

Recommendation #3 was received for information only. 

Recommendation #4 was amended to delete “the 1995 HMEP Refund" and add "the 
Non-Restricted Fund balance CA/WS & CB/OGCA YTD Net Inc. of $18,765.62 to the 
EMLFund, and that the HMEP refund be divided equally to each pastoral charge." A 
motion to divide the question was then approved and the first half of the original motion 
(sentence #1) .. . "The AMC shall establish an Emergency Maintenance Loan Fund for 
loans to local church for emergency assistance with property, under policies to be 
developed by the AMC Board of Trustees" . . . was adopted. A motion was then approved 
to amend the second sentence by removing the 1995 HMEP refund as a source of funding 
for the EMLF, and to replace that amount with the 1995 CA/WS&CB/OGCA reserve 
funds, in the amount of $18,765.62. A motion to amend the proposal to establish a 
$100,000 ceiling on the EMLF Fund was approved. The previous question was moved 
and a vote was taken on all that was before us. Sentence #2 was then approved as 
amended: "Seed money for the Emergency Maintenance Loan Fund shall be drawn from 
the General Administrative Operational Reserve Restricted Fund (#2201), the 1995 
Unrestricted Reserve Fund receipts (#2203), and from "Parish Partners" unrestricted 
advance giving. A maximum of $100,000 is to be placed in the EMLF." 

Bob Bowers then moved for the adoption of Recommendation #5. It was adopted with a 
friendly amendment to use the term "charge" instead of "church." A motion was adopted to 
amend #5 by stating that the union charges pay half of the amount of the Moving Expense 
Fund. Recommendation #6 was approved as submitted. An additional motion was 
approved to refer the use of the "HMEP Refund" back to CF&A and the Administrative Unit for 
future recommendations. The apportioned budget was then approved. 
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REGIONAL PROGRAM COUNCILS. Chris Spencer assigned meeting space to the four 
Regional Program Councils. Each Council was to meet and consider matters of their own 
agenda. Chris also explained the purpose of the interest groups which were scheduled to meet 
after lunch. She also announced that $1,100 was received from the previous night's offering 
toward the Big Lake fire. 

Plenary Session #6 

PROFESSIONAL MINISTRY UNIT. Tom Dahl presented a revised Section B of the 
Professional Ethics Guidelines (Petition M). Section B related to the "Procedures of 
Misconduct with children and youth." The motion to adopt the revised "Section B" was 
approved, thereby completing adoption of all of Petition #4 . 

REGIONAL PROGRAM COUNCILS. John Henry moved to add ACS and Birchwood camp 
representatives to the membership list of the Southcentral Regional Program Council. 

RUSSIAN MINISTRY TASK FORCE. Carol Seckel reported on the outreach of the 
Russian Ministry Task Force. Bishop Dew presented Carol Seckel with a certificate of 
appreciation from the GBGM concerning her work with Russian Far East Ministry. 

NEW MINISTRIES COMMITTEE. Chairperson John Tindell introduced Mike Munn who 
told of staffing needs concerning a vacation bible school at Lake Creek Lodge, July 14-20. 
John reported that 16 new ministries have been initiated in Alaska since 1956. 

NATIVE MINISTRY. Jim Campbell expressed his appreciation to the members of the 
AMC for their support during the impact of the Big Lake fire. Jim was asked to share a poem he 
wrote about the fire entitled, "The Fire at Miller's Beach." He then directed his comments 
toward the Chukotka Native Christian Ministry. A new video concerning this ecumenical 
ministry was shown to the conference members. 

CONFERENCE COUNCIL ON YOUTH MINISTRY. Steve Lambert introduced Michael 
Henry of East Anchorage UMC and Laura Freeman of St. John UMC and they shared slides of 
the 1995 youth Mission Trip to Mexico. Twenty nine youth and adults participated. Clarice 
Moore told of the proposed plans for a youth trip to Willow this summer to coordinate a 
Vacation Bible School and help with the rebuilding of fire damaged homes. 

ALASKA PACIFIC UNIVERSITY. Dr. Douglas North handed out a brochure on APU. He 
challenge the AMC members to encourage their children and grandchildren to attend APU. In 
the *96-'97 year there will be 400 FTE students which is an increase of 25 FTE's over this past 
year. The average SAT score has increased over 200 points for *96-*97 school year. 

UNIVERSITY COMMUNITY MINISTRIES. Scott Kober, Director of University 
Community Ministries, was introduced and shared some of the events related to his ministry. 

UNITED CAMPUS MINISTRY AT UAF. David Moore, director for the United Campus 
Ministry at UAF, presented highlights of the past school year. 

NOMINATION OF A CANDIDATE FOR THE EPISCOPACY. Susan Smalley moved 
that the Alaska Missionary Conference nominate The Rev. Paul Dirdak of the California 
Nevada Conference as a candidate for the episcopacy. Forty-nine ballots were cast with 28 yes, 
13 no, and 8 abstentions. Twenty-five votes were needed to nominate. Paul Dirdak was 
nominated. 
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NATIONAL PROGRAM DIVISION LIAISON. Betty Letzig shared her reflections and 
vision for the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

UNITED METHODIST WOMEN. Susie Smalley led a group of UMW officers in a 
presentation on the purpose of the UMW as well as an explanation of the three mission study 
areas for '96-'97. The participants included Linda Heim, Lupe Saafi, Ofa Finau, Luz Sherman, 
Nancy Fassett, Jodi Martinez, and Melissa Lilly. 

1997 ANNUAL MEETING DATES. Bishop Dew set the dates for the 1997 Annual 
Meeting for June 5-8. 

ADJOURNMENT. Motion sine die was adopted.

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V. REPORTS TO THE CONFERENCE 

A. COUNCIL DIRECTOR'S REPORT 
Chris Spencer 

Am I really getting paid for having so much fun? What a joy it has been to work 
with each of our churches, with our pastors and our lay persons as we have spent this year 
listening to each other, praying for God's vision in our churches, and looking for guidance 
as we have managed change. 

What listening has been taking place? 

VIMs listened to our stories in Willow, Seward, Unalaska, and Juneau. United 
Methodists all over the world listened to our stories in the New World Outlook Nov./Dec. 
issue on Alaska. Our Lower 48 friends have heard our stories through the Advance 
Special and our Core Interpreters John Henry, Ted Myers, and Bob Bowers. At the 
Alaska Reunion in Seattle we listened to stories of our alumni and they heard our stories 
of current events in Alaska. At the Professional Workers Retreat families listened to each 
other; children listened to adults, and adults listened to children. The General Board of 
Global Ministries conducted a dialogue to listen to our mission needs, our joys and 
concerns. Regional Program Councils listened to youth. 

What have we heard? 

As we welcomed new clergy families: Youngs, VanHooses, Kriers, Bobrowskis, 
Dale Kelly, and interims: Stantons, Kraemers, and Lester Moore, we heard their stories 
and rejoiced in their presence. Wasilla UMC, Turnagain UMC, and Seward UMC heard 
their congregations' needs at visioning exercises. St. John UMC heard babies crying. 
Kenai New Covenant UMC heard children's voices. Northern Light United Church heard 
Tlinget singers' voices. We heard many voices of thanks from recipients of our mission 
projects around the conference in places like North Star, Nome, Willow, Douglas, and 
East Anchorage. We heard the new Christians in the Chukotka Native Christian Ministry 
praising God for the new outboard motors, the new Bibles, the new friends. We heard the 
dedication celebrations of new buildings at Seward, Aldersgate, Unalaska, Willow, and at 
St. Paul UMC. 

What has changed and how have we managed our change? 

The orientation for new clergy will be conducted in Anchorage this July. We will be 
presenting specific concerns and information related to our AMC. Girdwood will get their 
first ever full-time pastor. We heard the request from Anvik residents to have a United 
Methodist presence and lay persons are beginning to make friends and care for children. 
Our visual presence in Anchorage was felt while worshipping together at the PAC, 
receiving spiritual strength from God and each other. Another visual presence on the 
parkstrip with worship, picnic, and celebration is planned for this June. 

As I have read and re-read our visioning summaries from last June, I am learning 
patience and beginning to better understand the need to listen. We must really know what 
our needs are and what God is calling us to do. Then we can change and better manage 
that change. One of our goals last June was for each local congregation to define its own 
mission and set vision goals for bringing people to Christ, to church membership, and to 
deepened discipleship. I hear and see that happening. It is the end of another 
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quadrennium. Thanks to all of the clergy and lay persons who have served on our 
Conference councils, units, and committees. We cannot serve alone; we can serve 
together. 


B. LAY LEADER REPORT

C. CONFERENCE COORDINATING COUNCIL

The Conference Coordinating Council met in November of 1995 and February jbf 
1996 in extended sessions, enabling communication, offering support and receiving 
reports from the Regional Program Councils, conference program bodies, representativjes 
of the General Boards, the Conference staff. Bishop Dew and General Board of Global 
Ministries Linking Person, Betty Letzig. 

The Council continued to lay the groundwork for a five-day Academy for Spiritual 
Formation, encouraging Bob Bovvers and Curt Kams to attend an event in Tuscan, 
Arizona. Subsequent plans to offer an in-Conference Academy adjacent in time to Ann ual 
Meeting did not work out for this year, but hopefully will in 1997. Serious consideration 
was given to the Visioning process conducted during the 1995 Annual Meeting and (the 
feedback of the process from those who participated. Special attention was focusea on 
ways to sharpen our listening and communicating within the Conference. 

The Council wishes to express appreciation for the work the Strategic Planning 
Committee did in the 1980's, defining a Coordinating Council which is workable both in 
size and formation. It has been exciting to watch the Program Councils become 
increasingly creative and effective in each of the four regions, and the committee^ are 
faithfully addressing the priorities of the Conference. 


1. SOUTHCENTRAL REGIONAL PROGRAM COUNCIL 
Rose McLean, Chair 

The SCRPC has met several limes this past year. Outgoing officers are Rose 
McLean, chair, John Henry, vice-chair, and Dave Kobersmith, secretary. Each year we 
take significant leadership roles in Annual Meeting and this year is no different with the 
plans for the celebrative time on the Park Strip. Our youth had three events. In tlie fall 
we had an evening at Arctic Gymnastics. At that time the youth elected Laura Freeman 
and Mike Henry as the representatives to CCYM. In January we had the third annual 
lock-in at the Alaska Club with 166 youth and 30 adults. In February we had the 8th 
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annual Confirmation Retreat. In addition to St. John and Anchor Park, Seward UMC 
joined us at Birch wood. 

This summer we hosted Barbara Wendland, a lay woman from Texas who edits the 
Connections Newsletter, to speak to a gathering at St. John. We sponsored two 
Singspiration events: one at First, Anchorage and the other at Anchor Park. Several 
choirs and musical groups from the churches in the region participated, plus there was 
quite a bit of congregational singing. We are considering a regular Sunday evening 
worship service for the region to grow from these events. Robbie Robinson again taught 
a Lay Speakers training event with several participants. Our final event before 
Conference was an evening with the delegates to General and Jurisdictional Conference 
held at East Anchorage UMC. 


2. SOUTHEAST REGIONAL PROGRAM COUNCIL 
Jim Sutton, Chair 

1995 was the Year of the youth in Southeast Alaska. We had an adult volunteer 
coordinator, Margie Fisher of Douglas UMC, who also helped establish guidelines for 
youth activities. The Southeast Regional Youth Council (SERYC) held a winter retreat 
at the Southeast Methodist Camp in January 1995. At this retreat they helped make 
plans for 1995 including the Youth Camps. Unfortunately due to circumstances beyond 
anybody's control it was not possible to have the camps as planned. Because of this, 
some of our youth elected to go to the Youth '95 rally in Salt Lake City. Margie and 
Rev. Kim Poole served as chaperones for the youth from Southeast who attended the 
Youth '95 rally in Salt Lake City. This proved to be a real mountain top experience for 
our youth. Some are already looking forward to the rally to be held in 1999. 

In addition to the youth activities we also had a Lay Speaker Training event in 
Southeast. Both basic and advanced courses were held. All of the basic course was 
conducted simultaneously in Ketchikan, Sitka, and Juneau as well as the first four 
sessions of the advanced course. The final two sessions of the advanced course were held 
in Juneau and the participants from Ketchikan and Sitka came to Juneau for those 
sessions. 

Since this is my final report as Chair of the SERPC, 1 want to thank the staff of the 
Alaska Missionary Conference for being patient with me as I learned the ins and outs of 
the conference bureaucracy. I won't take the time to mention any names since I fear 
overlooking someone, but you all know who you are. 

3. NORTHERN REGION PROGRAM COUNCIL 
Edie McCoy, Chairperson 

The NRPC met twice during the year by audio conference. At those meetings as 
well as through other events, the NRPC worked providing support and to 
strengthen our connectional ties especially for our isolated ministries and institutions. 
Our regional commitment to outreach was led by St. Paul's and Fairbanks First’s support 
to Trapper Creek and to Hal Sheffer’s summer Bible Camp program. Youth activities 
included participation in winter retreats and a work camp planned for Haines in the 
summer of 1996. Nome UMC is preparing materials on its Eskimo Heritage Sunday 
programs to be shared with the other churches in the region for Native Awareness Sunday. 
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The NRPC set the strengthening of ministries to and from the Native people of the 
region as our number one priority for 1997. The Native Ministries committee of AMC 
has agreed to advise us as we develop our plans for a regional educational event. NRPC 
members will assist in the UMW mission trip to Nome. 

4. REPORT OF THE KENAI REGIONAL PROGRAM 

COUNCIL

Three out of the seven United Methodist churches on the Kenai experienced a change 
of pastoral appointment in 1995. Rev. Tom VanHoose, Rev. Matthias Krier, and Rev. 
Waldemar Bobrovvski bring to us a vibrancy for our cooperative efforts. Their families 
bring us new life and we wish them well. We especially want to welcome Della Krier, 
Pauline Bobrowski, and Kim VanHoose to the Kenai family of churches. We wish for 
Della that the Kenai community might bring new scenes to her canvas, that Pauline's 
bread might always rise in Ninilchik, and that Kim's skills as a nurse might take root in 
Homer. 

We are celebrating the construction of the New Seward United Methodist Church. 
The church building is beautiful. The dedication service was held on April 14 with 
people attending from all over the Conference and United Methodism. 

Our Kenai Regional Program Council has been focusing on the development of a 
regional youth ministry which will enhance youth ministry in all of our congregations. 
We also hope to provide youth ministry in conjunction with the Christ Lutheran Church 
of Soldotna and Our Lady of Angels Catholic Church in Kenai. With the efforts of our 
Kenai youth leaders we are developing a youth ministry team on the Kenai. Our first 
Youth Event was held at the Seward United Methodist Church in mid-March. 

Rev. Richard Pearson provided pastoral counseling on the Kenai again this year. 
Richard will be moving back to the Bay Area of California. At this time we are 
searching for a Pastoral Counselor willing to work in this tent-making ministry. We 
send our best wishes and warmest thanks to Richard. 

The Kenai Regional Program Council and Homer UMC sponsored a speaking tour 
by the Rev. Allen Kurtin from the Mission Resource Center during the month of May. 
He had engagements in Soldotna, Kenai, Homer, and Nikiski. 

We are looking forward to our new relationships with our brothers and sisters in the 
mission field, and the new directions that the Spirit of Christ will be leading us in this 
next quadrennium. 


D. ADMINISTRATIVE UNIT 

1. Board Of Trustees 

The Trustees continues to consider property that needs to be transferred to local 
churches of the Alaska Missionary Conference from the National Division. 

The Trustees, in connection with CF&A, propose an Emergency Maintenance Loan 
Fund (EMLF) be established using funds from three sources - Restricted General 
Reserves, HMEP rebate. Parish Partners Advance - totaling approximately $80,000. 

The purpose of the EMLF is to allow the AMC to receive title on property now held 
by the GBGM, without being unprepared for emergencies on those properties. 
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The EMLF would be made available to assist churches during times of extreme 
crisis. Repayment to the EMLF would be made to the AMC in one of two ways: (1) Up 
to $10,000, within 30 days, no interest. (2) Over 30 days 8% interest compounded 
annually. It is the intention that the EMLF be short-term in nature, not to exceed two 
years in repayment. 


2. HealthFIex 

The Alaska Missionary Conference has been participating in the HealthFIex medical 
and dental insurance plan since January, 1996. The plan now serves 19 Conferences. The 
plan continues to be redesigned to better serve the needs of the participants. 

3. Board of Pensions 

Changes and budget recommendations in Board of Pensions report for 1997 AMC Budget 
present at 1996 meeting of AMC 

I. Determination of cash salary for means of plan compensation, i.e. MPP/CPP. 

A. Cash Salary (including Social security allowance) 

B. Housing allowance, or when parsonage is provided, 24% of the 
cash salary as the value of the parsonage. 

C. Any tax-deferred annuity contribution paid by the salary-paying unit 
during the year. 

II. The Ministerial Pension Program (MPP) contribution rate for 1997 shall be 12% 
of the contribution base of each minister. 

III. The Comprehensive Protection Program (CPP) contribution rate for 1997 shall 
be 4.4% of the contribution base of each full-time minister. For ordained 
ministers working less than full-time, the contribution rate for 1997 shall be 
3.4% of the DAC (Denominational Average Compensation). Part time Local 
Pastors are not covered under CPP. 

IV. Remittance of the MPP/CPP shall be made to the Alaska Missionary 
Conference with the funds generated through the apportionment system adjusted as 
recommended below. 

V. All ordained minsters under the Episcopal appointment by the Alaska 
Missionary Conference and eligible for the AMC Pension Program shall be 
covered by the CPP , including those receiving less than equitable 
compensation (i.e. those serving less that full-time). 

VI. An ordained minister in an appointment beyond the local church is eligible to 
participate in the MPP/CPP plans as indicated in charge, institutions, or agency 
is unable to arrange participation directly with General Board of Pensions, the 
minister may be covered through the Alaska Missionary Conference, provided 
the salary-paying unit makes appropriated contributions to cover the actual 
cost of MPP/CPP for the individual. 

VII. The Past Service Pension Rate for 1997 shall be $380 per service year. It is the 
intention of the committee to maintain a rate of the Conference Average 
Compensation (CAC) so as to avoid penalty. This requires that the PS PR equal 
no less than .9% of the CAC. 

VIII. For pension recipients, the AMC designates up to 100% of the pension 

payments to be allocated as housing allowance by the individual clergy person.

XI. To maintain comparable levels of contributions for pensions, the 

following adjustments shall be made in computation of apportionments for 
the pension portion of the budget only. 

A. For churches with more than one ordained position/salary, the regular 
grade point figure shall be used for the first United Methodist ordained 
ministerial position/sal ary the church shall be apportioned the full 
pension cost for that position. The full pension cost shall be computed at 
16.4% of the DAC or plan compensation (whichever is less) and shall be 
prorated for the effective months of the year. Exceptions to this rule may 
be made for specialized ministries upon recommendation of the 
Administrative Unit of the Annual Meeting. 

B. For Union/United Churches: 

1. With one United Methodist ordained minister, the grade figure will 
be doubled. 

2. With no United Methodist ordained ministers, the grade figure is 
zero (assuming the pension for the pastor is paid elsewhere. 

3. When a Union/Uniled church has more than one ordained minister, 
one of whom is United Methodist, the regular grade figure is used. 
(Adopted 1987) 

4. Church Location and Building 

The Board of Church Location and Building of the Administrative Unit has assisted 
in plan review and approval for several projects during the 1995-96 year. The rebuilding 
of the Seward United Methodist Church following a fire has been completed. The new 
Education Wing for Aldersgate Church in Juneau is finished and in use. The new

parsonage at Unalaska has been completed and occupied. St. Paul UMC, Fairbanks has 
completed its new worship center. Work continues on the lower level church school 
rooms. The expansion of the Willow UMC was carried forward well during the summer. 
Work will continue this summer and should be completed by the end of 1996. All these 
projects were accomplished with a great amount of funding and volunteer labor provided 
by congregations in other areas. Possible projects for the coming year are an addition to 
the facilities at Trapper Creek and maybe renovation or replacement of the building at 
Girdwood. Mike Munn continues to serve as Chair of Building and Location for the 
Administrative Unit. Inquiries and application forms may be received by contacting Mike 
at St. Paul’s UMC in Fairbanks.

E. PROFESSIONAL MINISTRY UNIT 

Milo Thornberry 

The Professional Ministries Unit serves the functions of a Board of Ordained 
Ministry needed in a Missionary Conference. The work of the Unit provides supervision 
for candidates for ordained ministry, counsel for those considering the ordained or diaconal 
ministries, planning for the annual Clergy-Spouse Professional Church Workers' Retreat, 
administering Continuing Education funds, reviewing the work of conference-related 
Campus Ministries and other matters related to professional ministry in the Alaska 
Missionary Conference. 

This year, in addition to its ongoing work, the PMU has several issues of 
considerable importance for professional ministry in this conference. 

• First a proposal for clergy membership in the conference has been approved and will 
be presented to the Annual Meeting for action. 

• Second, in response to the action of the 1995 Annual meeting calling for "Clergy 
Sexual Ethics Training," seven in-conference trainers (lay and clergy) have been equipped 
to do the training. The first four-hour training session will have been completed on June 
5, 1996. 
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• Third, the Unit has revised and updated the “Guidelines for Dealing with the Abuse 
of Power and Authority of the Clergy in Areas Relating to Clergy Sexual Misconduct and 
is presenting them to this Annual Meeting for approval. 

• Fourth, PMU has designed a plan for the orientation for new clergy families 
appointed to the AMC this summer. This is the first time the AMC will be responsible 
for the orientation of new clergy. We are working with the Council Director to conduct 
this training in the first week of July. 

1. Committee on Superintendency 
Tom Taylor 

The Committee on the Superintendency is a subcommittee of the whole of the PMU. 
It’s purpose is to support the Conference Superintendent in the spiritual and temporal 
affairs of the AMC. 

The committee makes recommendations to CFA concerning the salary and benefit 
package for the Superintendent. The formula currently in use for computing salary is as 
follows: “The Superintendent's salary .shall be set at 133% of the average salary of the 
full-time pastors of churches in the AMC, as established by the most recent round of 
Charge Conferences." For 1997 the recommended salary is $42,102. 

A small subgroup of committee members from the Anchorage area has met with the 
Superintendent periodically this last year simply as a support/share group. 

2. Board of Diaconal Ministry 
Rose McLean 

The conference Board of Diaconal Ministry provides a personal and professional 
support base for the diaconal minister, certified person, and persons in diaconal forms of 
ministry. 

Rose McLean continues her certification as Director of Christian Education and is 
completing her ninth year as Diaconal Minister at St. John UMC in Anchorage. Sharon 
Cooper is completing her third year on the staff of Anchor Park UMC in the areas of 
Christian Education and Music Ministry. Dennis Hoi way, pastor at Turnagain UMC is 
certified in Christian Education in his home conference. 

3. Registrar 
Rachel Lieder Simeon 

It’s been a quiet year for the Registrar, with my activity limited to a transfer of 
records for Bonnie Campbell, and receipt of information from the General Board of 
Ordained Ministry. 


4. Ministerial Education Funds 
Dennis Holway 

Limited funds (up to $300 per applicant) are available to ordained and diaconal 
ministers, and persons who are certified candidates and local pastors. Interested individuals 
should contact Dennis Holway for an application. 
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F. CONFERENCE COUNCIL ON YOUTH MINISTRIES

During the past year the CCYM has been involved in a variety of youth events. The 
biggest event was the conference mission trip to Juarez, Mexico, to build a home for the 
homeless. The mission trip was from June 8-20, 1995. A total of 31 people went to 
Mexico with 24 youth and 7 adults from 7 different churches across the state 
participating. They built a double wide house unit (equal to two of the normal size 
homes built) for a family with five children to live in. The family who were to live in 
the house worked along side our team. After a week of work in the hot Mexican sun as 
our youth saw third world poverty in ways many of them had never seen before, the team 
took a few days to tour the beautiful Southwest going to Carlsbad Caverns, Canyon 
Chelly, and the Grand Canyon. John Bui ten from Homer led the Mission trip. 

In addition to the mission trip, members of the CCYM again offered leadership at 
Snow Camp assisting David Beckett at Birchwood Camp. The CCYM sent two youth 
from the council to attend the national United Methodist Youth Gathering in Salt Lake 
City for a time of leadership development, faith development, and inspiration of the many 
ministries at which youth can share. The two CCYM youth attended along with two 
other groups of youth from Alaska coming from First Church, Anchorage and the 
Southeast Region. 

The 1996 CCYM conference mission trip is to Willow, Alaska July 19-28 where 
youth will lead a Vacation Bible School and perform maintenance on various homes in 
the Willow community. Clarice Moore from Fairbanks will lead this year's mission trip. 

The CCYM is in the middle of transition. The Conference Youth Coordinator is 
changing, and mostly new youth will be involved in CCYM. As the new council forms 
it will continue to need the strong support of the Alaska Missionary Conference as it has 
received in past years. As the outgoing Conference Youth Coordinator is has been a 
blessing to get to work and share in the lives of the very fine youth of our churches 
across the state of Alaska. 

G. ARCHIVES AND HISTORY REPORT

The Conference Archives and History Commission is charged with collecting, filing, 
and maintaining the conference archives and historical records, which are housed in the 
Douglas Community United Methodist Church in Douglas. 

We are in the process of putting the Conference historical files into acid-free file 
folders to better preserve them. Three members of the Commission, Bea Shepard, 
Claudia Kelsey, and Verda Carey, attended the Western Jurisdiction meeting in Phoenix 
last May. Three of the Churches we visited were celebrating 125 years of (United) 
Methodist presence in the area. We also attended the U.M. Historical Society 
Convocation in August; it was held at St. Simon's Island in Georgia. At the seminars 
we listened to lectures and discussed how the church may have to change to stay relevant 
in the 21st century. The workshops I attended were very practical -how to organize and 
store our historical items for those who follow. 

ALASKA REUNION, the first reunion of missionaries and mission workers to 
Alaska, was held over Labor Day weekend in Des Moines, Washington. Approximately 
65 attended and enjoyed seeing old friends and meeting new ones. Panels of photos, 
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arranged by Bea Shepard and Claudia Kelsey, were enjoyed by all. Remember to keep us 
on your newsletter mailing list, to nominate a local church historian, and write a church 
history. Our thanks for all your efforts. 

H. COMMUNICATIONS 
Chris Spencer, Chair 

Electronic mail setup for each church has been the goal of the Communications 
Committee this year. Scholarships were given to Douglas UMC, Unalaska UMC, Nome 
Community UMC, and Sitka UMC to install Convene software to get connected with 
Ecunet. The Kenai Regional Program Council supported each of the churches on the 
Kenai to also get connected to Ecunet. The possibilities are endless on how E-mail can 
be effectively used when all our churches are connected. Electronic mail has been used for 
personal messages, prayer requests, announcements, and general information sharing. The 
goal for this next year will be to connect the remaining churches, as well as our lay 
members, so that more information can be shared to all with less paper and postage 
expenses. 

The Aurora Witness took on a new face lift in August with new format and size. 
The mailing list was expanded as much as the budget allowed. We have tried to 
personalize the newsletter as much as possible and welcome stories from individuals 
telling what is happening in our churches. The intent is to reach more United 
Methodists each year to share our stories with each other. 

I. ALASKA CHRISTIAN CONFERENCE 
Phyllis Sullivan 

The Alaska Christian Conference, founded in 1971, has membership of the following 
churches in Alaska: United Methodist, Roman Catholic, Presbyterian USA, Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in America, Episcopal, Disciples of Christ, American Baptist, Alaska 
Moravian, and the Salvation Army. An excerpt from the purpose of our organization 
may give some insight to our program: "unity among those churches of Alaska whose 
members proclaim Jesus the Christ as their divine Savior and Lord and seek to fulfill 
together their common calling to the glory of one God, Father, Son, and Holy Spirit." 

At the November, 1995 meeting of the Board of Directors, the subject of Prison 
Ministries was discussed, with the Fairbanks project used as a starting point, and different 
approaches that are being tried throughout the US. Network for Life, a primarily Native 
ministry, has been inactive, but may start up again. The Anchorage Youth Witness for 
Peace was presented, and the ACC voted to financially aid in support of this project. 
United Methodists involved in ACC activities are David Fison, RurALCAP 
representative; Aleen Fison, Church Women United and also Campus Ministry: Beryl 
Tindell, Disaster Preparedness; Jim Campbell, Chukotka Ministry; Mary Ann Warden, 
Ann Janzen; Phyllis Sullivan, Secretary. The Board of Directors met April 25, 1996. 

J. OUTDOOR MINISTRY COMMITTEE 
Jim Fellers 

The committee continues to define its role in the Alaska Annual Missionary 
Conference and its relationship to local site boards. Several directions have emerged 
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which include (1) development of program and site standards; (2) consultation with the 
Alaska Annual Missionary Conference and local sites to refine the plan for initial and 
continuing use of the major gift of funds to be received February 1, 2000. A timeline has 
been developed to guide this process; (3) establishment of a network of support to 
provide general oversight of resources and standards for camp and retreat ministry within 
the missionary conference; (4) development of potential ecumenical relationships which 
strengthen campsites and offer additional opportunities for camping; (5) development of 
potential program services or events which may be offered by the committee in the future. 

Goals for the next year are: (1) to develop standards which will guide local boards 
and local churches that offer adventure or off-site camping experiences; (2) to work with 
the Hope Retreat Center committee to explore options for increased development and use 
of the site; (3) to continue development of stronger communication and support between 
the committee and local sites. 

The Western Jurisdictional Camping Network Training Event for camp 
directors/managers, paid and volunteer staff, deans and counselors will be held at Camp 
Cedar Glen in Southern California, October 9-13, 1996. We are offering two 
scholarships each to Eagle River and Birchwood to help send persons to this quadrennial 
training opportunity. 

Our workload will continue to increase as we near the millennium which will bring 
radical change to camping and retreat ministry in Alaska. For this reason, and to improve 
regional balance, the committee is recommending that two persons be added to its 
membership. 


I. BIRCHWOOD CAMP 

Susan Williams 

Under the wonderful management and leadership of Dave Kobersmith, Birchwood 
Camp had another banner year. Our ministry of hospitality was extended to 254 campers 
and 70 staff during Birchwood sponsored events. From October 1, 1994 to September 30, 
1995 the following statistics apply: 

• 7232 user days 

• 2738 days by United Methodists, 4,182 days by other groups 

• 9,813 volunteer hours were given 

• 7,188 hours by deans and counselors 

•318 user days given by work teams 

Birchwood Camp would not be able to run its programs without the contributions 
from our volunteers. During 1995 we had work teams from Texas Wesleyan University 
and Reyoldsburg UMC in Ohio. They chopped wood, rebuilt the entrance sign, sewed 
new curtains, painted and worked on the bath house. 

We were blessed in 1995 with two Volunteer in Mission couples. They brought the 
light of Christ to our summer programs through true servant attitudes, working in the 
kitchen, on maintenance, and as the nurse. 

Our vision for the future at the camp is coming into clearer perspective. We are 
working to get Birchwood Camp accredited by the American Camping Association with 
Kim Kobersmith’s help. 

In October of 1995 our new bath house opened. It took perseverance and hard work 
by many people and churches. Financial support came from many sources. Thank you 
to all involved. 
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Director-Manager Dave Kobersmith was married in August 1995. Kim, his wife is a 
welcome addition to the Birchwood family. We would like to add another staff person in 
the future. Continued prayers from Birchwood ministry are always welcome. 

2. HOPE RETREAT CENTER 
Lee Nelson 

The Hope Retreat Center continues to host individuals, families, and groups. Each 
year we get closer to getting the maximum use from the facility. The users are adding 
their own special touches to the building to help make it more than boards, cement, logs, 
and paint. 

I recommend to next year's committee that a strong push be made to drill a well and 
put in a septic tank which is able to be pumped. A water pump has been donated and is 
ready to be installed when we get the well drilled. The Hope Community continues to 
acquire more year-round residents. The committee should consider adding some locals to 
the Hope Retreat Center Site Committee. 

I am resigning as committee chairperson and ask that the Superintendent and the 
Annual Conference appoint someone else to the position. I have enjoyed working with 
all the Hope Retreat family and will continue to use the facility. My job keeps me out of 
town more and more and I will be adding full-time school to my schedule this fall. 

3. EAGLE RIVER UM CHURCH CAMP (SOUTHEAST) REPORT

This year camping takes on a new look in Southeast Alaska. We have a new name — 
Eagle River United Methodist Camp (Southeast)! We have new programs, including 
Senior High camp being held right after the close of school instead of mid summer. 
Elementary and Middle school camps are planned for July, plus a new fly fishing camp in 
August for parent and child partners. Rock climbing and white water rafting are just two 
new activities in the works for campers to experience. This year camps are being led by 
ecumenical staff from all over the Southeast and Volunteers in Mission giving a broader 
leadership base to support our community summer church camp program. 

The Board of Directors has been "hard at it" working on a five-year long range plan. 
Short range goals include building some new perimeter cabins and upgrading the main 
lodge along with research and planning, on how to better serve the Southeast Alaska 
region. 

We are grateful and blessed to have Jay Wyatt and his family managing the camp and 
offering rich hospitality to all camp users. We are thankful for all the Volunteer in 
Mission work teams and individuals who gave their time and shared their resources to 
upgrade and improve the facilities and grounds this year. 

With the prayers, dedication, and helping hands of all those who support the camp 
Eagle River United Methodist Camp (Southeast) continues to be a place set in nature 
where creation may be enjoyed and God may be praised. 
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K. THE NEW MINISTRIES COMMITTEE

During the past year the committee had two meetings, once by teleconference in 
December, and in February a face-to-face meeting in Anchorage. The committee has 
provided funding and encouragement to Hal Sheffer, in support of his flying ministry to 
the Susitna Valley, communities of Yetna Station, Lake Creek, and Sqwentna. A 
Vacation Bible School Camp was held one week in July for 24 children and youth of 
these communities. The event was held at the Lake Creek Lodge, The committee has 
also provided funding and encouragement to Julie Sheffer in her ministry at Trapper 
Creek. Carol Seckel was elected as chair of the Russian Initiative Committee by the 
Russian Initiative Task Force. 

In the coming year, we plan to expand awareness of opportunities for AMC 
congregations to be in shared ministry with and for each other. A task force has been 
formed to review the possibilities and define a new ministry in the Mt. View area of 
Anchorage. We are cooperating with Curtis Karns in looking at new ministry in the 
Salcha area, east of Fairbanks, We celebrate the redevelopment (a form of new ministry) 
of United Methodist work at Girdwood. The committee welcomes input and suggestions 
for new ministries within Alaska. 

L. NATIVE MINISTRIES REPORT

Being a member of the Native Ministries Committee in the Alaska Missionary 
Conference is an exciting time in 1996. A proposal was submitted and approved by the 
committee for funding a Chukotka Native Christian Ministries publication of a collection 
of essays to address the important and immediate need of defining the relation of Yupik 
spirituality to Christianity. Although the church in Homer may not have a native 
ministry, it plans to go to Nome in June to conduct Vacation Bible School and to do 
repair and maintenance at the church and the Community Center. The Nome community 
is hosting the Women's Conference and the church is growing and maintaining its 
growth. The Tlingit Gospel Singers in Juneau were able to participate at the New Life 
Native Musicale and continue to minister to people in Juneau through their singing in 
memorials, community and church events. Douglas Community is donating to Anvik 
Ministry which is continuing even though Dee Dee Odden and Dee Korda will not be able 
to continue their three successful trips for four-day visits. They were well received but 
both will not be able to travel. The ministry in Anvik needs continued prayer for its 
ministers. Thanks to Edie McCoy of the Northern Region Program Council for interest 
and asking for suggestions for native ministries in their region. Georgina Kaycon and 
Duane Chase of New Ministries visited the committee for overlapping ministries in 
Anvik and pursuing Ml, View area as a viable ministry. All churches are being sent 
posters made by Mary Sanders to help in the Native American Awareness Sunday set for 
April 21, 1996. 
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M. CONFERENCE SECRETARY OF GLOBAL MINISTRIES 

Ann Janzen 

The Alaska Conference Secretary of Global Ministries was scheduled to participate in 
a meeting of CSGM's from the Western Jurisdiction in Oklahoma City (Oklahoma Indian 
Missionary Conference) on the day of the bombing; so the meeting was postponed until 
October 21-23. We met with the Secretaries from the Northeast Jurisdiction, and it was 
good to share this experience with United Methodists from another area. We all felt the 
need of the Oklahoma Indian Missionary Conference for support. 

In August, the Conference Secretaries of Global Ministries from the Southcentral 
Jurisdiction met in Alaska, and we all worked hard together to share with them the 
ministry and mission of our Conference. They visited churches and mission projects and 
met with the Conference staff. It was an exciting time of sharing for them and for us. 

A channel of communication from the General Board of Global Ministries through 
the Regional Program Councils had been opened, and RPC’s are now receiving regular 
mailings from the Board. 

N. DISASTER PREPAREDNESS AND RESPONSE 

Bee Tindell 

The committee’s report space in the Conference Journal and Yearbook will again be 
filled by a list of the members of the Disaster Preparedness and Response Network. The 
following are some of the special highlights. 

The Alaska VOAD (Volunteer Organizations Active in Disaster) charter has been 
approved by NVOAD (National VOAD), Southcentral and Interior Alaska regional VOAD 
groups have been organized and are now active. 

In October UMCOR hosted an international emergency response conference at Sager- 
Brown Center in Baldwin, Louisiana. UMCOR’s Catastrophic Disaster Response Team 
(CDRT) was introduced and workshops were held on all aspects of disaster response and 
stages in the recovery process. Birchwood Camp has been approved as an emergency 
shelter by the American Red Cross. 

Dedicated persons representing churches in the Mat-Su and Kenai Boroughs, and the 
Municipality of Anchorage, were volunteers or ’’stood by” for assignment throughout 
recovery from the September 1995 flooding in South Central Alaska. Members of the 
Soldotna and Kenai churches collected flood damage information from victims for use by 
VOAD, donated funds, and assisted families whose homes were impacted by the floods in 
their clean-up efforts. Kenai area pastors devoted an interdenominational clergy meeting 
to flood awareness and response. 

O. HUNGER COORDINATOR 
Douglas McCoy 

Welfare reform, limits on public assistance, reduced funding for emergency food 
programs, elimination of job training programs, and transferring relief responsibilities to 
the private sector have been major themes in the United States in 1995. Throughout our 
nation there are hungry people and millions are hungry or starving around the world. 

United Methodists in Alaska have responded in many different ways. World Hunger 
awareness dinners, offerings for the One Great Hour of Sharing, support of local 
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food banks. Advance Special giving, Bible studies, distribution of food baskets, support 
of senior meal programs, village vacation church school lunches, and helping individuals 
who come to the doors of the church are but some of our efforts to feed the hungry. 

Alaska Food Coalition is a broad-based group, including state Department of 
Health and Social Services, Division of Public Assistance, Department of Education, 
Division of Public Health, Food Bank of Alaska, non-profit organizations, churches, 
feeding programs, regional food banks. United Way, and other concerned people. The 
purpose of the coalition is to design and implement public and private food and nutrition 
assistance programs and educate policy-makers about Alaskan's food needs. I participate as 
a part of the coalition and serve on the Steering Committee of the coalition.

P- UNITED METHODIST WOMEN 
Nancy Fassett, President 

Spiritual retreats. Supportive community. Mission Education Events. Poverty. 
Human rights. Literacy. Domestic violence. These are just a sample of some of the 
varied programs and issues that Alaskan United Methodist Women participated in during 
1995. 

At the end of 1995 there were 21 UMW units with a combined membership of 544 ~ 
a 7.5% increase from last year. Our newest unit formed in Unalaska. Unit sizes range 
from 7 to 90 members. Individual units have been involved in community projects for 
children and youth, abused/battered women and the poor/homeless to mention just a few. 
A conference-wide project that many units participated in was collecting baby food. 
Several thousand jars and boxes were collected and given to local food banks around the 
state. 

Mission Education Events were very successful with over 200 persons attending. 
Sandy York itinerated around the state and also presented a program at our Annual 
Meeting on the 50th Anniversary of the United Nations. This next year's mission study 
themes are: Living In A Multi-cultural World, China and Hong Kong, and John Wesley. 

Q. VIM REPORT 
Rachel Lieder Simeon 

With our taking on the responsibility of VIM coordination last Annual Meeting, and 
with reports not complete, we are not exactly sure just how many teams came to Alaska 
last summer. However, for the summer of 1996 we had over 45 applications for mission 
sites from churches and conferences in the lower 48 and we were instrumental in placing 
eight VIM teams in local area churches and camps. At least twelve other teams are 
coming up through their individual connections with local churches. 
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Our goals for 1997 include developing a policy concerning VIM activity in the 
AMC, to continue to encourage AMC churches to work together with our committee in 
their work projects, to offer a VIM mission trip outside Alaska, and to continue to 
develop relationships with other conferences and churches involved around the connection. 

R. ALASKA CHILDREN S SERVICE 
Jim Maley, Executive Director 

Although Alaska Children’s Services fiscal year began with uncertainty due to a loss 
of some state funding, concern quickly turned to excitement and energy as vital new 
programming was developed. For many years, some children have been very successful 
in the residential treatment program provided by ACS only to relapse when they returned 
to a home situation which did not have positive support. 

Through the channeling of United Way support, as well as receiving a Community 
Development Block Grant, the Community Programs Department was established. 
Children who return to their homes after treatment at ACS receive ongoing case 
management support services in their home for up to a year. Furthermore, parent 
education and child development classes are provided for parents along with continued 
support in conflict resolution and parent/child communication. For those children who 
are unable to return to their own home, ACS has developed a program of Family 
Treatment Homes, foster homes who receive ongoing support and training from ACS's 
professional staff. 

A very exciting development is planned for September 20 & 21. With support for the 
Women's Division of the Board of Global Ministries, ACS will be hosting the first 
annual Conference for Youth and Ministry. Held at the Egan Center, this professional 
conference is specifically for those who work with youth in an ecumenical setting — 
youth ministers and directors, Sunday school teachers, etc. A nationally known keynote 
has been invited, so mark your calendars. 

S. NOME COMMUNITY CENTER 
Douglas McCoy, Executive Director 

Carrying on the mission begun 86 years ago, Nome Community Center continues to 
address needs within Nome and the villages of the Bering Strait Region. Some of the 
highlights of our programs in 1995 include: 

• Elder meal program expands from Nome XYZ Senior Center to two villages, with 
two more to be added in 1996. A total of 270 seniors are being provided congregate and 
home-delivered meals, transportation, and supportive services. 

• Munasquri ("caring") Senior Services provides adult day care for fifteen elders in 
need of more assistance and activities. 

• Children and parents have been reunited, parents have been trained, and high-risk 
families have been assisted in addressing problems which threaten their family. 

• Young Teen Center continued to provide a safe, affirming, and creative place for 
children and youth to spend late afternoons and evenings, and during the fall the Center 
was transformed into a bright and colorful environment. 

• Community Employment Readiness Training (CERT) provided 16 youth with 
summer educational training which increased their math and reading skill by more than 
1.7 grade levels and offered on-the-job training preparing them for the future. 
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♦ Thirty-four thousand pounds of food was received by the Bering Strait Food Bank to 
be distributed to needy families in Nome and four villages, and a community 
Thanksgiving dinner was provided to over 150 people. 

• Village coalitions to address substance abuse were created through the Bering Strait 
Community Partnership, and new funding to support the coalitions, village prevention 
activities and cooperative efforts throughout the region was received. 

•Two US-2 volunteers arrived in Nome to assist v/ith the center programs for two 
years. 


T. UNITED CAMPUS MINISTRY AT UAF 
David Moore, Director 

It has been an exciting, rewarding year at United Campus ministry. We have 
continued our Tuesday evening Vesper service, averaging 25 students. A Bible Study 
takes place on Thursdays, as well as fellowship events every other week. We have had 
two retreats, both involving more than 20 students. In the fall semester we went to Twin 
Bears Camp, where our retreat focused on relationships relating to dating and marriage. In 
the spring we went to Circle Hot Springs for fun and fellowship. Community service 
projects continue to be a main focus. Students have served at the local soup kitchen, 
visited the nursing homes, and worked at Breadline. At Christmas we provided gifts and 
food baskets for two families through BigBrolhers/Big Sisters and WICCA. 

Many of these events take place under the direction of the Leadership group. These 
students meet each Sunday afternoon to plan events, pray for each other and the campus, 
and study J. I. Packer's Knowing God . These students have begun two new prayer groups 
as well as a Bible study on Saturdays. 

The support that you have provided to UCM has been essential to our continued 
growth, and we are grateful. 

U, UNIVERSITY COMMUNITY MINISTRY, ANCHORAGE 
Robbie Robinson, Chair 

For the second year in a row, a second year seminarian was appointed as the Campus 
Ministry Associate for the 1995-1996 school year. Scott Kober, who attends Perkins 
School of Theology, Southern Methodist University, has provided the Christian witness 
on both the University of Alaska Anchorage and Alaska Pacific University campuses. 
Attending classes, conducting worship services and Bible classes, arranging for special 
events with the Campus Ministry Clubs throughout the year and serving on campus 
committees such as the APU Spiritual Life Committee were among his varied activities. 
In addition to the events conducted at Christmas, Lent, and Easter, he was also 
responsible for organizing the APU Baccalaureate Service in May. 

All this, coupled with his part-time position as Youth Minister at Anchor Park 
United Methodist Church, made for a very busy internship year for Scott. The UCM 
Board is very pleased with his ministry on the campuses and plans to continue sharing an 
intern seminarian with Anchor Park UMC during the forthcoming 1996-1997 school 
year. The University Community Ministry is grateful for the strong, continuing support 
of the Alaska Missionary Conference. 
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V. CAMPUS MINISTRIES REPORT 

Scott Kober 

The eighth President of Alaska Pacific University, Douglas M. North, assumed office 
in January, 1995. Since then he has led the students, faculty, staff, and trustees in 
redesigning the university's academic programs with a view toward the educational needs 
for life and leadership in the 21st Century. The university's new curriculum stresses 
project-based education and experiential learning (APU, 96-97 course Catalog, 4). This 
transition led by President North has meant welcomed struggle, a struggle of developing a 
community that is honest and committed to the task of Higher Education. 

APU's relationship with the Alaska Missionary Conference and the United Methodist 
Church continues to be a valued source of mutual support and the importance of the 
Christian heritage is upheld in the new mission statement, whose opening words are: 

“Alaska Pacific University is a private, independent university that promotes the 
fullest development of its students through liberal arts and professional programs 
while emphasizing individual attention to students, the development of leadership 
abilities, and the nurturing of spiritual and moral values consistent with its Christian 
heritage while respecting the religious convictions of all." 

Alaska Pacific University continues in its historical tradition, with an eye on meeting the 
challenges of today and the future. 

W. GENERAL CHURCH REPORTS 

1. General Commission on Archives and History 
Bea Shepard, 1988-1996 

As a result of the “eight years and out” rule, my term on the General Commission on 
Archives and History is up this year. We did our "farewells” in late August at our Annual 
Meeting at St. Simon's Island, Georgia. Of the 30 members, 14 were handed certificates 
of excellence and bade farewell. Serving on this Commission was one of the most 
enjoyable and impressive experiences of my life in the church, working with a group of 
people who were interested in the subject, knowledgeable, and dedicated. We achieved 
much during the eight years, with no political maneuvering or backbiting. The staff at 
the Archives Center on the campus of Drew University would be hard to improve upon. I 
learned enough during my term about records and researching and recording history to keep 
me working for the rest of my life. 

The last four years I have been Chair of the Library Committee, and a member of the 
Finance and History Committees. The last year I was a member of a special committee 
appointed by Bishop DeCarvalho to work out a new structure for the commission to be 
consistent with the way we understood the plans of the GCOM for the future structure of 
the United Methodist Church. The Commission adopted the new structure to take effect 
this next quadrennium. The Commission will include 24 members representing all the 
Jurisdictions in the U.S. and some from abroad. 

I am also an outgoing officer of the Western Jurisdiction Commission on Archives 
and History. In the last five years, we have had two of our Annual Meetings of this 
Commission in Alaska. Since all the members of this Commission travel at their own 
expense to attend the commission meetings, it is quite impressive to have 25 members 
traveling to Alaska for their meeting. 
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2. General Council on Ministries 

Tom Taylor 

I have served as a member of GCOM for the quadrennium (1992-96) and have 
attended every meeting. My work has been on the Missional Emphasis Division and in 
particular as a member of the team to study, the "Possibility of Expanding Mission and 
Ministry in Alaska." 

The final report of this study offers 13 recommendations, but none are mandated. 

The work of the Council that caused the most excitement and drew the most attention 
was the "Connectional Issues Study" which was charged to study mission of the UMC 
and its structural needs as it moves into the 21st Century. This committee proposed a 
general design and principle of organization but is asking that the details be worked out 
during the next quadrennium. 

3. General Board of Church and Society 
Chris Spencer, Director 

As the quadrennium comes to a close and I complete my four-year term as director of 
the GBCS, I am appreciative of this honor to represent the AMC on the Board. These 
four years have been a growing experience for me as I have observed our Board at work 
from the grassroots level to the general secretary level. I am impressed with the quantity 
and quality of work this small board is able to accomplish. 

Because our Conference is small and we have set our own three priorities, there has 
not been a conference board of church and society to relate to. The work in this area is 
dependent on each local church and its unique involvement in church and society issues. I 
encourage each local church to accept the challenge to keep these issues in the forefront 
and find meaningful ways to get involved in local communities, as well as on the state, 
national, and global levels. I encourage each church to schedule the Peace with Justice 
Journey Program in May of 1997. 

4. General Board of Discipleship 
Arlene Wood 

The Board of Discipleship continues to grow through its many programs and its 
responsibility to the UMC for the support of receiving, nurturing, caring, and sending 
ministries of congregations. 

The Walk to Emmaus has grown to 320 communities and is in 12 countries. 

The Upper Room prayer ministry received more than 9500 calls per month in 1995. 

The Upper Room magazine is currently published in 44 languages in more than 80 
countries. 

United Methodist Men groups have increased to more than 10,000. 

Ministry of the Laity introduced "Partners in Ministry" to explore partnerships 
between laity and clergy. 

Training events have taken place for youth, workers with youth, older adults, and in 
the areas of stewardship, evangelism and preaching. A training event for leaders of single 
adult ministries will be held in August, 1996. 

The Board continues to produce materials for leaders and participants in congregations 
in the areas of Christian education, stewardship, age level and family ministries, ministry 
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of the laity, evangelism, covenant discipleship, ethnic local church concerns, United 
Methodist Men, and worship. 

I thank the conference for giving me the privilege to be a part of this Board these past 
eight years. 


5. General Board of Global Ministries 

Thomas H. Dahl 

This Quadrennium began with depression. General Conference had instructed us to 
figure out the best place to relocate. The National Division has a revolving door for 
executives, and seemed to be adrift once again. There was no confidence and little hope. 
Although the terrible budget crisis we encountered in 1988 was largely over, there was 
little enthusiasm for mission. Three decisions were made. The first decision was to 
follow General Conference instructions by organizing a site task force, which ground 
through its tedious and expensive work. But the other two decisions were proactive, 
missional, and filled with grace. The second decision was to restructure the board, subject 
to General Conference approval. The essential design was to reduce membership by half, 
and combine the structure of the National and World Divisions into a single 
administrative unit. 

The key piece of that third decision was to operate as if we were about God's 
business, and that God had already approved the new design, even though its clear shape 
was not yet known. Mission giving increased beyond expectations across the church. 
The undercurrent of grumbling stopped. National Division staff and directors began to 
think globally and participate in the tremendous transnational mission opportunities that 
were unfolding almost daily. The Chukotka Project. Hurricane Andrew. Russia. 
Hispanic Ministries. Bosnia. Lithuania. The Children's Village in Zaire. 
Rwanda/Burundi relief. And more. It seemed that God was including us as part of a great 
unfinished drama, to participate in the offering of the risen, living Christ to the whole 
inhabited world, all at once. What began with depression has ended with a deep sense that 
we have witnessed, and been a part of the most productive quadrennium for mission in 
recent memory. Thanks be to God! 

I have now completed 16 years of service on general agencies of the church. I shall 
always be grateful to you for allowing me to serve in this way. 

6. General Board of Globa! Ministries 

Women's Division 
Susan Smalley, Director 

As a member of the General Board of Global Ministries serving on Women's and 
World Divisions, this quadrennium has provided a series of discoveries of incredible 
people doing great things in a wide variety of settings of mission. While society is 
inundated with media images of the shocking, the ugly, and the depressing, our 
denomination is responding in positive ways. We respond to events in Bosnia and 
Rwanda; we respond to the Oklahoma City bombing; we respond to the plight of the 
hungry and the homeless, and to the needs of the children of the world. United 
Methodists are partnered with our brothers and sisters around the United States and around 
the world, where we see what incredible mission can be accomplished even with limited 
financial resources when God's people are long on faith and commitment. For those in 
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need there are multitudes of hopeful responses by our church. Interpretation of this 
mission to our congregations is most critical. Use of resources such as New World 
Outlook. Response , and the Prayer Calendar can help provide continuing education. 

7. General Board of Higher Education and Ministry 

Rose McLean 

The General Board of Higher Education and Ministry meets annually in the fall at 
Scarritt-Bennett Center in Nashville. This Board oversees the Divisions of Chaplains and 
Related Ministries, Higher Education, Diaconal Ministry, Ordained Ministry, and the 
Office of Loans and Scholarships. 

Several legislative issues will come to General Conference from the GBHEM. They 
will address the Ministerial Education Fund (MEF), The Black College Fund, Africa 
University, Education: The Gift of Hope, The Ministry Study, and Higher Education 
Issues. 

I serve on the Division of Diaconal Ministry and will be one of three voting 
delegates representing our denomination at the international, ecumenical Assembly of 
DIAKONIA in Germany in July. I also represent DDM on the Advisory Committee for 
the Office of Loans and Scholarships. Part of the work of this committee is to read 
scholarship applications and advise regarding the financial awards. 

X, ALASKA IMPACT 
Richard K, Heacock, Jr. 

The jundamental question is that of the relation between divine and human power. 
Can the world be redeemed by replacing the principalities and powers that now dominate 
it with others representing the people and the poor? (Ans van der Bent, Commitment to 
God*s World . WCC, 1995) 

The people called Methodists played active leadership roles in movements that 
brought into existence the National and World Councils of Churches. Following Mr. 
Wesley's lead, Methodists have been effective champions of justice, peace, human rights 
and environmental integrity. 

Now that ecumenis is in decline and groups like the conservative Christian Coalition 
have taken leadership in shaping society, intelligent Christians are increasingly 
recognizing the relativity of all religious forms. Has one religion promoted the welfare of 
humanity more than others? 

Perhaps the future of ethical social action is moving from ecumenical intrafaith 
concerns to interfaith dialogue and collaboration. Alaska IMPACT has now become an 
interfaith network on the individual membership level. This 7-year effort is strictly 
voluntary. No one is required to join. There is no paid staff. Individual memberships 
($20 per year) and organizational memberships ($100 per year) provide for the expenses of 
printing and mailing background papers to members. 

The executive director paid his own way to the 1996 Briefing in Washington,D.C. 
sponsored by the Interfaith IMPACT Foundation, and will be reporting on it in the next 
publication. 
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The support of Superintendent William S. Still and Rev. Thomas G. Taylor, who 
chairs the Board of Directors, and the many United Methodist members in Alaska is much 
appreciated.

Y. RUSSIA MINISTRY TASK FORCE REPORT 
Rev. Carol Arm Seckel, Chair 

Many people ask ’’whatever happened to the work in the Russia Far East?" To give a 
singular response would be impossible. It would be better to identify terms first. The 
Russia Initiative of the General Board of Global Ministries, under the oversight of Dr. 
Bruce Weaver, is a loose-knit group of churches, individuals, districts, and conferences 
sharing the common goal of developing and supporting United Methodist outreach in the 
Russia Far East. The Western Jurisdiction Task Force is an informal group of persons 
from the jurisdiction interested in developing work in Russia with special interest in the 
Russia Far East. The Alaska Missionary Conference Russia Task Force was created as an 
offshoot of the New Ministries Committee two years ago to give guidance to the Alaska 
Missionary Conference participation in the Russia Initiative. The Conference Task Force 
has endorsed such things as the UMCPR grant to the Chukotka Native Christian 
Ministry for purchase of outboard motors for their boats and has asked for a Jurisdictional 
Advance Special to underwrite the development of work in the Russia Far East. It is 
envisioned that the Alaska Missionary Conference will develop an orientation or 
"staging" area for groups heading to the Russia Far East.

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X. Petitions and Recommendations 

A. Adopted Petitions 


Petition #1 - The Book of Discipline (1992, Section VII, Par. 660.4a) allows each 
Missionary Conference to "determine by majority vote whether it will establish the right 
of full ministerial membership.” Petition #1 requests the 1996 meeting of the AMC to 
conduct such a vote and encourages an affirmative response 

RATIONALE : Allowing conference membership will facilitate the development of 
pastoral leadership for the AMC from within Alaska. It will also offer the opportunity 
for persons to commit themselves to the AMC for the long haul and provide a broader 
sense of history and continuity within the conference. 

The problem of guaranteed appointments has been mitigated by an agreement the 
Western Jurisdiction College of Bishops that in the unusual event that no appointment 
can be found within the AMC for a conference member, then an appointment will be 
found within the Western Jurisdiction. 

IMPLEMENTATION: By the Annual Meeting with follow through by the Profession 
Ministry Unit 

Petition #3 - For the Alaska Missionary Conference to build a Habitat for Humanity 
home during the 1997 Annual Conference. 

RATIONALE: To provide a simple, safe and affordable home for a family in need. 
This project will help eliminate poverty in our community. It will also provide the 
participant in the Annual Conference an opportunity to receive the spiritual benefits of 
working together on an exciting project by putting their faith into action. 

IMPLEMENTATION: By the Conference Coordinating Council 

Petition #4 - Requests the 1996 Annual Meeting of the AMC to approve the 
"Guidelines For Dealing With Abuse of Power and Authority of the Clergy Office in 
Areas Relating to Clergy Sexual Misconduct." 

RATIONALE: Approval of these "Guidelines" will clarify and specify the process to 
follow in cases of alleged abuse of power of the pastoral office, both for those who 
engage in sexual misconduct and for those persons who are the victims of this 
misconduct. 

The "Guidelines" are a revision of guidelines approved by the Executive Session of the 
1989 Annual Meeting. They have been updated and are now offered for approval by the 
whole body of the 1996 Annual Meeting. 

IMPLEMENTATION: By the Bishop and Conference Superintendent of the AMC 

B. Recommendations 

1. Conference Council on Finance and Administration 

1. Yearly requests for funding from the Alaska Missionary Conference budget shall be 
submitted to CCFA prior to its spring meeting which will be held simultaneously 
with the spring meeting of CCC and Conference Committees. Requests for the 
1998 budget shall be made no later than February 1, 1997. 
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2. The apportionment grade point figure used to determine local church apportionments 
will be the average over a three year period of one-third of the membership grade 
figure and two thirds of the local church expense grade figure.. 

a. The 1997 grade point figure will be based upon statistics recorded in the 1993, 
1994, and 1995 journals of the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

b. The membership grade figure is the individual church membership divided by 
the total Alaska Missionary Conference membership at year's end. 

c. The local expense grade figure is the individual local church's local 
expenditures divided by the total local expenditures of the churches of the 
AMC. Local church expenditures include clergy support (plus 25% of the 
pastor’s salary as established by the Charge Conference if the pastor is 
provided a parsonage) and other church expenses with principle and interest 
paid on indebtedness, payments on building improvements, and non- 
apportioned benevolences paid by the local church. 

d. Pension apportionments will be based upon the Administrative Unit's 
recommendations. 

e. Apportionments to a local church shall not increase more than the percentage 
change in the apportioned budget + 10%. They shall not decrease more than 
the percentage change in the apportioned budget less than 10%. 

NOTE: Local Church Expenses include: 

• Clergy support (+25% of the pastor’s salary as established by the charge 
conference if the pastor is furnished a parsonage). 

• Other church expenses: Utilities, etc. 

• EXCLUDED from other local expenses are: 

• Rent payments for church facilities with principal and interest paid on 
indebtedness. 

• Payments on building improvements. 

• Non-apportioned benevolences paid by the local church. 

3. All churches are strongly urged to pay their apportionments in 10 equal installments 
beginning in January and ending in October. 

4. Apportionments for new churches will be reduced following 
their charter according to this formula: 

Year 1: No apportionments 
Year 2: 1/3 regular apportionments 

Year 3: 2/3 regular apportionments 
Year 4: Full apportionments 

5. At the end of each fiscal year the account balances revert as follows: 

• CONNECTIONAL CLERGY SUPPORT FUND to GENERAL 
ADMINISTRATION/OPERATIONS RESERVE FUND 

• PENSION FUND to PENSION RESERVES 

• ALL OTHER LINE ITEMS to GENERAL OPERATIONS RESERVE FUND 

DO NOT REVERT: Office Equipment Replacement Fund

$500 unused per year) 

Conference Treasurer Annual Meeting Travel 
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FOR ANNUAL MEETING ACTION: 

1. The total salary subsidy for 1997 will be $75,000 

2. The total 1997 budget of the Alaska Missionary Conference will be $498,984 + 50% 

of the United Methodist Church General Church Apportionments. 

3. The apportionments negotiated with the General Council on Finance and 

Administration of the United Methodist church shall be 50% of the on-formula 
amount for the 1997-2001 quadrennium as applicable to annual conferences. 

4. The Alaska Missionary Conference shall establish an Emergency Maintenance Loan 

Fund (EMLF) for loans to local churches for emergency assistance with property, 
under policies to be developed by the Alaska Missionary Conference Board of 
Trustees. Seed money for the EMLF shall be drawn from the General 
Administrative Operational Reserve Restricted Fund(#2201), the non-restricted fund 
balance CA/WS&CB/OGCA YTD Net. Inc. of $18,765.62 (#2103), and from 
"Parish Partners" unrestricted advance giving. 

5. The Alaska Missionary Conference shall establish a Moving Expense Fund by 

assessing each charge $25 per month. The balance of the fund will be available each 
year to augment contributions to defray moving expenses made by the General Board 
of Global Ministries. 

6. The "1996 Annual Meeting" Designated Fund shall be expended for 1996 Annual 

Meeting expenditures. 

2. Board of Pensions 

Changes and budget recommendations in Board of Pensions report for 1997 AMC Budget 
presented at 1996 meeting of AMC. 

I. Determination of cash salary for means of plan compensation i.e. MPP/CPP 

A. Cash Salary (including Social Security allowance 

B. Housing allowance, or when a parsonage is provided, 24% of the cash salary 
as the value of the parsonage. 

C. Any tax-deferred annuity contribution paid by the salary-paying unit during the 
year. 

II. The Ministerial Pension Program (MPP) contributions rate for 1997 shall be 12% 
of the contribution base of each minister. 

III. The Comprehensive Protection Program (CPP) contribution rate for 1997 shall be 
4.4% of the contribution base of each full- time minister. For ordained ministers 
working less than full-time, the contribution rate for 1997 shall be 3.4% of the 
DAC (Denominational Average Compensation). Part-time Local Pastors are not 
covered under the CPP. 

IV. Remittance of the MPP/CPP shall be made by the Alaska Missionary Conference 
with the funds generated through the apportionment system adjusted as recommended 
below. 

V. All ordained ministers under the Episcopal appointment by the Alaska Missionary 
Conference and eligible for the AMC Pension Program shall be covered by the CPP 
including those receiving less than equitable compensation (i.e. those serving less 
than full-time). 
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VI. An ordained minister in an appointment beyond the local church is eligible to 
participate in the MPP/CPP plans as indicated in charge, institutions, or agency is 
unable to arrange participation directly with the General Board of Pensions, the 
minister may be covered through the Alaska Missionary Conference, provided the 
salary-paying unit makes appropriated contributions to cover the actual cost of 
MPP/CPP for the individual. 

VII. The Past Service Pension Rate for 1997 shall be $380 per service year. It is the 
intention of the committee to maintain a rate of the Conference Average 
Compensation (CAC) so as to avoid penalty. This requires that the PSPR equal no 
less than .9% of CAC. 

VIII. For pension recipients, the AMC designates up to 100% of the pension payments to 
be allocated as housing allowance by the individual clergy person. The amount 
would be excluded from gross income as provided by Section 107 of the Internal 
Revenue Code (Subject to all IRS rulings). 

IX. Part-time Local Pastors under Episcopal appointment shall be covered for MPP at 
the prevailing rate. 

X. Funding for 1997 shall be as follows:

XI. To maintain comparable levels of contributions for pension, the following 
adjustments shall be made in computation of apportionments for the pension 
portion of the budget only. 

A. For churches with more than one ordained position/salary, the regular grade 
point figure shall be used for the first United Methodist ordained ministerial 
position/salary the church shall be apportioned the full pension cost for that 
position. The full pension cost shall be computed at 16.4% of the DAC or 
plan compensation (which ever is less) and shall be prorated for the effective 
months of the year. Exceptions to this rule may be made for specialized 
ministries upon recommendation of the Administrative Unit to the Annual 
Meeting. 

B. For Union/United Churches: 

1. With one United Methodist ordained minister, the grade figure will be 
doubled. 

2. With no United Methodist ordained ministers, the grade figure is 
zero (assuming the pension for the pastor is paid elsewhere). 
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3. When a Union/United church has more than one ordained minister, one 
of whom is United Methodist, the regular grade figure is used. (Adopted 
1987). 

3. Committee of Equitable Compensation 

I. Minimum Salary for 1997 $25,300 

A. Minimum Cash Base Compensation 

1. Cash Salary 

2. Social Security Allowance for Pastor's Tax Liability 

3. Tax Sheltered Annuity 

(Exact amounts for 1,2 and 3 are negotiated between the pastors and 
congregation. Health insurance, travel allowance, continuing education, 
and other professional expenses are not included here.) 

B. Additions to $25,300. 

1. Experience Factor-add $150. per service year from date of ordination as a 
Deacon. 

2.. Area Cost of Living Adjustment (Add % of cash base) 

a. Anchorage, 0%. 

b. Kcnai Peninsula, Sitka, Fairbanks, Wasilla, Willow, Trapper 
Creek, North Pole, 5% added. 

c. Nome, 35% added. 

d. Unalaska, 40% added. 

e. All others, 0% added. 

C. Other considerations: 

1. A parsonage and full utilities or reasonable housing allowance shall be 
provided to pastors serving full-time appointments. 

2. A local transportation allowance shall be provided to meet actual pastoral 
related expenses in each situation. 

3. Professional expenses other than health insurance and those 
listed in C-l shall be figured as a part of minimum salary. 

4. $1,000 minimum for Continuing Education 

II. Salary Subsidy needs for 1997 $75,000 

A. A church on Salary Subsidy must have approval of the Conference 
Superintendent and Equitable Salary Committee in order to continue that 
subsidy when hiring another full-time professional staff person. 

B. A salary subsidy cannot be given if a pastor is making more than minimum 
salary. 

C. The amount of subsidy given to each situation will be negotiated between the 
local church, Conference Superintendent, and the Equitable Salary Committee.

DIVISION 1 . . .ORGANIZATION OF THE ANNUAL MEETING 
R1.00 . . . CONVENING: The Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary - 
Conference (AMC) shall meet on the date set by the Presiding Bishop of the area as 
provided in the United Methodist Discipline (Disc., 1992, Para. 703.2). 

R1.05 . . . PLANNING COMMITTEE: The Annual Meeting Planning 
Committee (AMPC) shall plan the Annual Meeting. (See R5.1002 for the 
composition and duties of this committee.) 


DIVISION 2 . . . MEMBERSHIP 

R2.00 . . . CATEGORIES: The categories of clergy membership in the Annual 
Meeting shall be: ^ 

AFFILIATE: Ordained United Methodist clergy appointed by the National Program 
Division and the Presiding Bishop of the area to serve United Methodist Churches and/or . 
ecumenical agencies and union churches within the boundaries of the AMC shall have 
affiliate status and full voting rights. Affiliate means to be connected to the AMC without m 
membership as a ministerial member (Disc., 1992, Para. 660.4b). 

ADJUNCT: Ordained United Methodist Clergy appointed by the Presiding Bishop of 
the area to serve United Methodist churches and/or ecumenical agencies and union churches 
within the boundaries of the AMC, but not appointed by the National Program Division, m 
shall have adjunct status and voting rights in the annual meeting except on matters of 
ordination, election of general and jurisdictional conference delegates, constitutional 
amendments, and other general church concerns. Adjunct is defined as having temporary 
relationship. 

COLLEGIAL: Ordained clergy of other denominations who meet disciplinary 
requirements (Disc., 1992, Para. 426.2) and who are appointed by the Presiding 
Bishop of the area to serve in United Methodist Churches or are hired by ecumenical m 
agencies shall have the same right of participation as adjunct members. Collegial means 
in association with the AMC. 

R2.05 . . . INSTITUTION AND AGENCY MEMBERS: Institution and 
agencies related to the AMC and/or the National Program Division shall be full members p* 
of the Annual Meeting and shall be allowed two (2) voting members (one lay person and ! 
one clergy), both of whom shall be members of The United Methodist Church in 
accordance with constitutional requirements (Disc., 1992, Para 660.5). Institutions 
and agencies currently related to the AMC are: ;

Alaska Pacific University 

Nome Community Center p* 

United Campus Ministry, Inc. Fairbanks 

University Community Ministry, Anchorage

R2.10 . . . LAY MEMBERSHIP FROM CHURCHES: The charge « 

conference of each charge shall elect a lay member and one (1) or more alternate members ! 
to the Annual Meeting quadrennially at the charge conference prior to the first Annual 
Meeting following the General Conference session (Disc., 1992, Para. 35). Each 
pastoral charge served by more than one clergy in full connection shall be entitled to as 
many lay members as there are clergy in full connection. Each congregation of a charge 
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shall be entitled to lay representation, provided there are not more than two (2) lay 
members from each congregation. 

"" R2.15 . . . LAY MEMBERS AT LARGE: The AMC lay leader, the president 

of United Methodist Women (UMW), president or one of the members of the Conference 
Council of Youth Ministry (CCYM), and diaconal ministers serving in the AMC shall be 
tm members of the Annual Meeting provided that they have been members of The United 
Methodist Church for at least two (2) years (Disc., 1992, Para. 35). 

R2.20 . . . NON-MEMBER PARTICIPATION: Non-members of the Annual 
Meeting having membership on one of its agencies, units, councils, committees, task 
m forces, or societies shall be entitled to the privilege of the floor, without vote, on matters 
relating to the report of said unit, council, committee, task force, or society. In addition 
the following persons shall have the privilege of the floor without vote: 

Local pastors in charge of pastoral appointments 
** Lay home missionaries related to the GBGM 

Deaconesses serving within the bounds of the AMC 
Other missionaries serving within the bounds of the AMC 
w A CCYM representative from each region 

A representative of a fellowship meeting regularly and authorized by AMC 
Superintendent 

The Annual Meeting may authorize national workers, pastors of ecumenical parishes, 
mm official visitors of other denominations, and ordained United Methodist clergy who are not 
otherwise members of the Annual Meeting to be accorded the same privilege. 

R2.25 . . . EQUAL MEMBERSHIP: In order to achieve equality of lay and 
clergy membership at the Annual Meeting, the Presiding Bishop and AMC Superintendent 
** may appoint a committee each year to select lay persons to equalize membership (Disc., 
1992, Para. 35). 


DIVISION 3 . . . ATTENDANCE 

R3.00 . . . ATTENDANCE: Clergy members, lay members, local pastors, and 
home missionaries are expected to attend the Annual Meeting sessions on a full-time basis 


unless excused by the AMC superintendent. 

mm R3.05 . , . REIMBURSEMENT: Reimbursement for approved expenses as 
defined by the Council on Finance and Administration will be paid for clergy members, lay 
members, local pastors, home missionaries, diaconal ministers, deaconesses, the AMC 
secretary, the statistician, the treasurer, the historian, the chancellor, and the chairperson of 
the CFA. 


DIVISION 4 . . . OFFICERS OF THE ALASKA MISSIONARY 
_ CONFERENCE 

R4.00 . . . NUMBER, NAME, AND MANNER OF ELECTION: The 
officers of the AMC shall be: 

President: The Presiding Bishop of the Area presides at all sessions of the AMC. 
mm Secretary: Nominated by the Nominating Committee and elected at the last session of 
the AMC preceding the general conference, the Secretary serves for a quadrennium and 
keeps the minutes of all sessions of the AMC and edits the journal of the AMC. 

Statistician: Nominated by the Nominating Committee and elected at the last 
" session of the AMC preceding the General Conference, the Statistician serves for a 
quadrennium and keeps the statistical record of the AMC. 
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Treasurer: Nominated by CFA with the confirmation by the AMC at its next 
session, the Treasurer manages the financial office of the AMC and provides reports of 
financial operation. 

Conference Coordinating Council Chairperson: Nominated by the 
Nominating Committee at the Annual Meeting following General Conference. Shall serve 
for the quadrennium. 

Historian: Nominated by the Nominating Committee, the Historian keeps the 
historical record of the AMC. 

Chancellor: Nominated by the Presiding Bishop of the Area with the concurrence of 
the Annual Meeting, the Chancellor serves as general counsel on legal matters for the 
AMC. 

Assistant Secretary(ies) and Statistician(s): Nominated annually by the 
Secretary and Statistician respectively, or appointed ad interim with concurrence of the 
Annual Meeting at its opening session, the assistants provide assistance in the recording of 
the minutes and tabulation of statistics of the AMC. 


DIVISION 5 . . . STANDING COMMITTEES, UNITS, AND COUNCILS 
OF THE ALASKA MISSIONARY CONFERENCE. 

R5.00 . . . NAME AND NUMBER: The standing committees, units, and 
councils of the AMC shall be: 

Administrative Unit

R5.0500 . . . PLENARY POWER: All standing committees, units, and 
councils shall have plenary power in the interim between sessions of the AMC, 

R5.D50I . . . COMPOSITION: The Nomination and Rules Committee in 
forwarding nominations to the Annual Meeting for standing committees, units, and 
councils shall strive for balance with regard to ethnicity, gender, and region in their 
membership. 

R5.0502 . . . TENURE: No person shall serve on any standing committee, 
council, or unit of the AMC (whose members are elected by the Annual Meeting) more 
than eight (8) years, consecutively, and chairpersons shall not serve more than four (4) 
years, consecutively, with the following exceptions: 
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• Service of one (1) or two (2) years to fill a vacant position on a 
quadrennially elected standing committee shall not be counted for the purpose 
of this rule. 

• In the case of committees elected in other term classes, the maximum period 
of service shall be two (2) terms, with the provision that a one (1) year filling 
of a vacancy prior to the first term shall not count for the purpose of this rule. 

• Exofficio members who serve by virtue of their office, including members 
of the CCC, shall not be affected by this rule. 

R5.0503 . . . ORGANIZATION: Standing committees, units, and councils shall 
elect a chair, vice-chair, and secretary except Administrative Unit, Committee on Archives 
and History, Conference Coordinating Council, Native Ministry Committee, New 
Ministries Committee, and Outdoor Ministries Committee. 

R5.10 . . . DEFINITION AND DESCRIPTION 
R5.1000 . . . ADMINISTRATIVE UNIT 

PURPOSE . . . The purpose of the Administrative Unit is to plan, organize, and 
coordinate administrative concerns of the AMC. 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION . . . There shall be nine (9) members with a 
minimum of three (3) lay persons and three (3) clergy. The members shall elect their own 
officers with the exception of the chairperson who is nominated by the Conference 
Nominating Committee and elected at Annual Meeting. 

MEETINGS . . . The Administrative Unit shall meet at least two (2) times per year. 
DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES: 

To fulfill the requirements of the United Methodist Discipline and the Rules of the 
AMC related to administration, equitable compensation, trustees, pensions, and church 
location and building. 

To oversee the management and affairs of the Alaska United Methodist Foundation 
(convened for that purpose as the Alaska Missionary Conference Trustees). 

Other responsibilities and duties as assigned. 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGE . . . The Administrative Unit shall be 
accountable to the AMC and shall be linked to the Conference Coordinating Council 
through its chair who shall be a CCC member. 

R5.1001 . . . ALASKA CHRISTIAN CONFERENCE DELEGATION 
PURPOSE . . . The purpose of the Conference is to clarify and strengthen our witness 
to Christ as Lord of the church and world by: 

A. Acknowledging Christ's Lordship in worship, word, and action. 

B. Attempting to apply more effectively the substance and insights of the Christian 
Gospel to the structures and institutions of this state, reminding all that every structure 
exists to serve humanity and is accountable to God. 

C. Providing means of cooperation and communication with agencies and movements 
which further the common purpose of the members of the Conference. 

D. Providing forums and places of communication and sharing work of the churches as a 
means whereby duplication of offices and efforts may be lessened. 

E. Doing together all things save those which we must in conscience and obedience do 
separately. 

F. Promoting the spirit of ecumenism, cultivation of inter-church fellowship in 
communities throughout the state, and fostering dialogue in the realm of faith and order. 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION . . . Each member ecclesiastical unit shall be 
entitled to five (5) representatives (executive, clergy, layman, laywoman, and youth under 
21 years of age) in the Assembly plus one (1) additional person for each 1,000 confirmed 
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or adult members or major fraction thereof. At least one-half (1/2) of the elected 
representatives of each member unit shall be lay persons. 

There shall be an Executive Board composed of: 

1. One administrator of each member ecclesiastical unit. 

2. The officers of the Assembly. 

3. One lay representative of each member ecclesiastical body. 

Delegates of the AMC to the ACC who serve by virtue of their office shall serve during 
the term of their effective appointment. Other delegates shall serve for a two-year period 
and shall be elected at the Annual Meeting preceding the meeting of the ACC Assembly. 

MEETINGS ... A biennial meeting of the Assembly shall be held at a time and place 
set by the ACC Executive Board. The Executive Board shall meet at least semi-annually. 
Special sessions may be called. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES . . . The duties and responsibilities are such as 
shall enhance the purpose of the ACC. Those elected by the Alaska Missionary 
Conference shall be expected to attend the biennial assembly. 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGES . . . The autonomy and integrity of each 
ecclesiastical unit will be respected at all times. A report shall be made to the Annual 
Meeting of the AMC immediately following each biennial Assembly. 

R5.1002 . . . ANNUAL MEETING PLANNING COMMITTEE (AMPC) 

PURPOSE . . . The purpose of the Annual Meeting Planning Committee is to oversee 
the planning of the Annual Meeting of the AMC. 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION . . . The members of the AMPC shall be the Bishop 
of the area, the AMC Superintendent, the AMC Council Director, the Conference 
Secretary, the AMC-UMW President or representative, the Chair for Worship (appointed 
by the AMPC), and the Pastor and Lay Leader of the host church or charge. In the event 
that a church-related institution is host, representatives of the host agency shall be added to 
the committee, together with such Pastor(s) as the AMC shall appoint. 

The AMC Superintendent shall convene the AMPC. 

The AMPC shall be appointed annually. 

MEETINGS . . . Meetings shall be called as needed to plan the Annual Meeting. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES ... The AMPC is responsible for planning the 
Annual Meeting, its budget, sessions, local arrangements, and any other concerns as 
needed. 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGE ... The AMPC is directly amenable to the 
Annual Meeting and the Presiding Bishop. 

R5.1003 . . . COMMITTEE ON ARCHIVES AND HISTORY 

PURPOSE . . . The Committee on Archives and History shall retain, share and interpret 
the history of the Alaska Missionary Conference. It shall work diligently to interest the 
present members of the Conference and others throughout the United Methodist Church in 
the history of the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION ... the Committee on Nominations and Rules shall 
nominate a Chair and five members, at least two clergy and two lay, to serve for a 
quadrennium. At least one person on the committee shall be designated by the Committee 
as Archivist/Historian and will be responsible for maintaining a catalogue of the location 
and content of all items stored for present and future use. 

MEETINGS . . . The committee shall meet at least twice a year by tele-conference. 
Other meetings will be scheduled as funds are available. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES . . . The Committee shall collect historical booksj 
documents, journals, photographs, video and audio tapes containing important historical 
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data and carry out the best means possible of preserving the historical record, both past and 
present, of the Alaska Missionary Conference. It shall transmit items to the United 
Methodist Archives as are of general church interest. 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGES ... The Committee on Archives and History 
shall be accountable to the Alaska Missionary Conference and shall send a written report to 
the Annual Meeting. It shall send a written report to the Conference Coordinating 
Committee at its annual meeting. The Council Director shall be the staff contact. 

R5.1004 . . . COMMITTEE ON COMMUNICATIONS 

PURPOSE . . . The purpose of the Committee on Communications is to encourage and 
facilitate communication within the churches and agencies of the AMC and with the 
general United Methodist Church. 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION ... A communications coordinator shall be 
nominated quadrennially by the Nominating Committee. That person shall serve on the 
Committee on Communications with as many others as are necessary to do the work. 

MEETINGS . . . The committee shall meet informally as needed. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES . . . (see purpose) 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGE . . . Directly accountable to the Annual Meeting 
through the nomination process. 

R5.1005 . . . COMMITTEE ON NOMINATIONS AND RULES (CNR) 

PURPOSE . . . When the CNR functions as the Nomination Committee its purpose is 
to select persons to place in nomination before the Annual Meeting to fill such vacancies 
as there may be in the organization of the AMC. When the CNR functions as the Rules 
Committee, its purpose is to pro|)ose to the Annual Meeting such amendments (if any) to 
the AMC rules of order as may be necessary to keep the rules up-to-date with the practice 
and operation of the AMC. 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION . . . The membership of the CNR shall be 
nominated from the floor at the last session of the Annual Meeting preceding the general 
conference. The members shall serve for the succeeding quadrennium. Eight (8) persons 
shall be elected from the nominees: four (4) clergy and four (4) lay persons. The AMC 
Superintendent shall also serve on the CNR. Vacancies which occur between Annual 
Meetings will be filled at the succeeding session of the Annual Meeting of the AMC. The 
Superintendent of the AMC chairs the CNR when it is functioning as the Nominating 
Committee. The elected chair serves as chair when the CNR is functioning as the Rules 
Committee. 

MEE TINGS . . . Meeting are held at least annually at Annual Meeting and at such other 
times as may be considered necessary to do the business of the committee. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES . . . (spelled out in PURPOSE) 

To nominate the chairpersons of the following Conference Committees: Administrative 
Unit, New Ministries, Native Ministries, Outdoor Ministries, and Conference 
Coordinating Council. All other officers shall be elected by the committees, units, or 
council themselves. 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGES ... The CNR is directly accountable to the 
Annual Meeting of the AMC through its nomination of the committee from the floor. 

R5.1006 . . . CONFERENCE COORDINATING COUNCIL (CCC) 

PURPOSE . . . The CCC shall coordinate the work or the Regional Program Councils 
(RPC) and working units, supervising the implementation of the AMC priority strategies 
and guiding the AMC concerning ongoing strategic planning of program ministry. The 
CCC will also be the arena for addressing general church and conference themes and issues. 
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MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION . . . It is recommended that the membership of the 
CCC should be comprised of approximately 50% laity and 50% clergy. The following are 
members of the CCC: 

The Presiding Bishop of the Area 
The AMC Superintendent 
The AMC Council Director 
The AMC Lay Leader 

The Chairperson of the Conference Coordinating Council 
The AMC-UMW President or representatives 

The Conference Council on Youth Ministry President or representative 

The CF&A Chair or elected representative 

The Professional Ministry Unit Chair or elected representative 

The Administrative Unit Chair or elected representative 

The Native Ministry Committee Chair or an elected representative 

The New Ministries Committee Chair or an elected representative 

The Outdoor Ministries Chair or an elected representative 

The four (4) Regional Program Council chairs or their elected representatives 

A representative of the Board of Global Ministries (exofficio without vote) 

The AMC Treasurer (exofficio without vote unless the treasurer serves as a volunteer not 
hired by the AMC) 

The CCC shall elect its own leaders according to R5.0503 except for the Chairperson. 
The Chairperson shall be elected quadrennially by the AMC at the Annual Meeting 
following the General Conference and shall be an officer of the AMC. 

MEETINGS . . . The CCC shall meet at least twice (2 times) during the conference 
year. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES . . . 

L Coordinate and oversee the administrative functions necessary to ensure that the 
Regional Program Councils will be able to carry out the ministry of the AMC 

2. Coordinate the work of the working units and councils 

3. Supervise the implementation of priority strategies 

4. Guide the AMC in ongoing strategic planning of program ministry 

5. Serve as the arena for addressing, discussing, and implementing action concerning 
AMC and general church issues and themes 

6. Work with the Council Director in implementing program ministry 
ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGE . . . Because the CCC membership comes from 

the administration, standing committees, units, and councils of the AMC, the 
accountability and linkage shall be through its members and their representatives. 

R5.1007 . . . CONFERENCE COUNCIL ON YOUTH MINISTRY 

(CCYM) 

PURPOSE . . . The purpose of the CCYM is to strengthen youth ministry in the local 
churches of the AMC, empowering them to meet the physical, emotional, psychological, 
intellectual, and spiritual needs of youth. 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION . . . The recommended membership of the CCYM is 
two (2) youth representatives from each region elected by the youth of that region. In 
addition, it is recommended that there be one (1) Adult Conference Youth Coordinator. 
The youth representatives shall elect a President or Representative from within their body 
who has full voting rights in the AMC. In addition, one (1) youth from each region will 
have privilege of the floor without vote. The President or other elected representative is 
the linking person for the CCYM to the CCC. 
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MEETINGS . . .The primary meeting of the CCYM is recommended to be in 
conjunction with the place and date of the Annual Meeting of the AMC. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES ... The duties of the CCYM shall be: 

To initiate and support plans and activities and projects that are of particular interest to 
youth. 

To be an advocate for the free expression of the convictions of youth on issues vital to 
them. 

To support and facilitate, where deemed necessary, the formation of youth caucuses. 

To cooperate with the boards and agencies of the AMC, receiving recommendations from 
and making recommendations to the same. 

To elect and certify AMC representatives to the Western Jurisdictional Youth Ministry 
Convocation and the National Youth Ministry Organizational Convocation. 

To receive and set the policy and criteria for its portion of the Youth Service Fund, 
establish the policy for YSF education, and be responsible for YSF promotion throughout 
the AMC. 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGE ... The CCYM is linked by its President or 
other elected representative to the CCC. The CCYM is responsible to the CF&A for its 
operational budget and expenditures. The CCYM will make a yearly report of its efforts to 
the Annual Meeting of the AMC. 

R5.I008 . . . CONTINUING CONSULTATION COMMITTEE 

PURPOSE . . . The Continuing Consultation Committee monitors the relationship 
between the AMC and the National Program Division of the GBGM. 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGAN]ZATION ... The membership of the Continuing 
Consultation Committee is: 

The Presiding Bishop of the Area 

The AMC Superintendent 

Four (4) persons elected from the membership of the Joint Missionary Conference 
Consultation by the AMC, including in their membership at least one (1) lay person, an 
ordained clergy, and a woman. 

Alternates for those who cannot attend meetings will be selected by the Presiding Bishop 
of the Area and the AMC Superintendent from members of the Joint Missionary 
Conference Consultation. 

The membership of the Continuing Consultation Committee shall be nominated by the 
Nominating Committee and elected by the AMC each quadrennium at the meeting 
immediately following the General Conference. The membership from the National 
Program Division shall include the liaison staff person to the AMC and any other persons 
deemed appropriate by the Deputy General Secretary of the NPD of the GBGM. 

MEETINGS . . . The Continuing Consultation Committee shall meet at least once (1 
time) per year. Expenses for any meeting are the responsibility of the NPD. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES . . .The duties and responsibilities shall include 
but not be limited to: 

Development of working personnel policies between NPD and AMC. 

Development of working policies relating to land and property issues between NPD and 
AMC. 

Interpretation of the 1992 Disc., Para. 659 as it relates to AMC/NPD. 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGES . . .The Continuing Consultation Committee 
will link any appropriate policy changes to the appropriate committees. A report will be 
made at each Annual Meeting of any policy changes or revisions. 

R5.1009 . . . COUNCIL ON FINANCE & ADMINISTRATION (CFA) 
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PURPOSE . . . The purpose of the CFA is to develop, maintain, and administer a 
comprehensive and coordinated plan of fiscal and administrative policies, procedures, and 
management services for the AMC. 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION ... The membership of CFA shall be: 

Seven (7) persons — four (4) lay persons and three (3) clergy. AMC Treasurer (exofficio 
without vote) — shall serve as Treasurer of the CFA. 

Any member of the General Council on Finance and Administration (exofficio with vote 
providing their membership is not in conflict with any other provision of the Book of 
Discipline, in which case it shall be without vote). GCFA members cannot serve on an 
agency receiving funding from the CFA. 

The Presiding Bishop of the Area (exofficio without vote) 

The AMC Superintendent (exofficio without vote) 

The Council Director (exofficio without vote) 

The CFA shall elect its own leaders according to R5.0503. 

MEETINGS . . . The CFA shall meet at least two times per year. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES ... 

To fulfill the duties and responsibilities as required in The Book of Discipline, 1992, 
Paragraphs 710-15 and the AMC Rules. 

To develop, maintain, and administer fiscal and administrative policies and procedures for 
the AMC. 

To cooperate with the Administrative Unit in providing management services for the 
AMC. 

To provide for and administer the financial developments of the AMC in cooperation 
with the Administrative Unit. 

To develop and manage the yearly budget of the AMC. 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGES . ..The CFA President is a member of the 
CCC. 

R5.1010 . . . COURTESY COMMITTEE 

PURPOSE . . . The Courtesy Committee provides acts and/or tokens of courtesy and 
appreciation at the AMC Annual Meeting. 

MEMBERSHIP . . . The Presiding Bishop of the Area shall appoint one (1) clergy and 
one (1) lay person to be the Courtesy Committee for the quadrennium. 

MEETINGS . . . The Courtesy Committee shall meet in consultation with the AMC 
Superintendent and/or Council Director before the Annual Meeting and as needed during the 
Annual Meeting. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES 

To make a public presentation of gratitude for persons and/or groups who have assisted 
in the Annual Meeting experience or in the life of the AMC. 

To present an itemized list of expenses to the Annual Meeting Planning Committee at 
the conclusion of their work. 

To request a special solicitation of funds from the AMC members to cover specific 
expenses before they are incurred (i.e. gifts). 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGE . . . The Courtesy Committee is accountable to 
the AMPC through the AMC Superintendent. 

R5.1011 . . . JOINT MISSIONARY CONFERENCE CONSULTATION 

PURPOSE . . . The Joint Missionary Conference Consultation serves as a link between 
all of the Missionary Conferences and the General Board of Global Ministries. 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION . . . The membership shall be: 
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The Presiding Bishop of the Area 

The AMC Superintendent 

President, United Methodist Women 

Lay Leader, Alaska Missionary Conference 

A group of six (6) additional persons whose recommended composition shall be at least 
two (2) clergy, two (2) lay persons, and two (2) women nominated by the Nominating 
Committee and elected by the AMC each quadrennium at the Annual Meeting immediately 
following General Conference. 

MEETINGS . . . Meetings of the Joint Missionary Conference Consultation are called 
at the discretion of the National Program Division of the GBGM. The GBGM pays the 
expenses of meetings. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES . . . The Joint Missionary Conference Consulta¬ 
tion is responsible for coordination of issues pertaining to Missionary Conferences and/or 
any necessary General Conference legislation that is pending. 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGE ... A report shall be made to the Annual 
Meeting following any meetings of the committee. 

R5.1012 . . . NATIVE MINISTRIES COMMITTEE 

PURPOSE . . . The purpose of the Native Ministries Committee is to be in ministry 
with Alaska's native peoples and to celebrate the enrichment Alaskans share as they 
worship and minister together. 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION ... The membership of the Native Ministries shall 
be: 

Six (6) lay persons 

Three (3) clergy 

The membership shall be at least 50% Native American Persons 

The Native Ministries Committee shall elect its own leaders with the exception of the 
chairperson who is nominated by the Conference Nominating Committee and elected at 
Annual Meeting. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES . . . The Duties of the Native Ministries 
Committee shall be: 

To raise the consciousness of Alaska United Methodists concerning the problems of 
racism in Alaska and in the world. 

To encourage all Alaskan United Methodists to become more aware of its historic 
relationship to Alaska's Native peoples and their culture. 

To encourage and assist the developments of ministry and church extension projects to, 
for, and with Alaska's Native peoples. 

To assist in the implementation of the priority strategy of Native Ministry. 

To solicit funds for Native Ministries through the Advanced Special giving channels of 
the church and especially through the Native American Awareness Sunday Offering (last 
Sunday in April or other appropriate Sunday). 

To administer 50% of the portion of the Native American Awareness Sunday offering 
that remains in Alaska. 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGE ... The Native Ministries Committee Chair or 
designated representative shall be a member of the CCC. Fifty percent (50%) of the 
portion of the Native American Awareness Sunday offering that remains in Alaska shall be 
used for Native Ministries work. 

R5.1013 . . . NEW MINISTRIES COMMITTEE 

PURPOSE . . . The New Ministries Committee shall plan and coordinate new church 
development and church extension activities within the AMC.

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION . . . The membership of the New Ministries 
Committee shall be: 

Four (4) lay persons 

Four (4) clergy 

The New Ministries Committee shall elect its own leaders with the exception of the 
chairperson who is nominated by the Conference Nominating Committee and elected at 
Annual Meeting.. 

MEETINGS. . . The New Ministries Committee shall meet at least twice (2 times) per 
year. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES ... At the direction of the Presiding Bishop and 
the Annual Meeting, the New Ministries Committee shall: 

Administer all church extension funds of the AMC, including planning and coordinating 
all church extension activities, soliciting funds for church extension through Advance 
Special giving, publicizing church extension activities, and assisting missionaries on 
itineration. 

Assist in the implementation of the priority strategy of new church development. 

To actively promote the development of new ministries within the AMC. 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGE . . . The New Ministries Committee shall work 
at the direction of the Presiding Bishop. It shall be accountable to the AMC Annual 
Meeting for its efforts in implementing the strategy for New Church Development. The 
Chair or a designated representative of the Committee shall serve on the CCC. One 
member shall be a member of the Administrative Unit. 

R5.1014 . • . CONFERENCE OUTDOOR MINISTRIES 

PURPOSE . . . The purpose of the Conference Outdoor Ministries Committee is to 
enable and implement successful off-site and on-site camping and retreat ministries and to 
do so by providing general coordination in the form of guidance, training, funding, 
organization, and networking. 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION ... The committee will consist of eight (8) 
members, four (4) laity and four (4) clergy, including at least one representative each from 
the Birchwood Camp Committee, Southeast Camp Committee, and Hope Retreat Center. 

Each committee will select its representative and the Nominating Committee will select 
the others seeking regional balance, to be elected at the Annual Meeting. 

The chairperson will be nominated by the Conference Nominating Committee, elected at 
Annual Meeting and be a voting member of the Conference Coordinating Council. 

The committee will meet at least once a year. 

R5.1015 . . . PROFESSIONAL MINISTRIES UNIT (PMU) 

PURPOSE . . . The Professional Ministries Unit oversees and reviews all matters 
pertaining to the professional ministry of the AMC (ordained and diaconal). 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION . . . The membership of the Professional Ministries 
Unit shall be: 

Five (5) members nominated by the Presiding Bishop in consultation with the Chair of 
the Professional Ministries Unit: 

— three (3) ordained clergy 

— one (1) diaconal minister 

— one (1) lay person 

Three (3) members nominated by the AMC Nomination and Rules Committee: 

— one (1) ordained clergy 

— two (2) lay persons 
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It is suggested that consideration be given to having at least one (1) member be a clergy 
under special appointment (e.g., institutional chaplain, agency director, or staff person). 

Lay persons shall be full participants in the work of the Professional Ministry Unit 
except in cases governed by provisions of the United Methodist Discipline (Disc., 1992, 
Para. 36, 733 & 734). 

The AMC representatives to the Western Jurisdiction Committee on Episcopacy shall 
serve exofficio,

PURPOSE . . . The purpose of the RPCs is to coordinate and enhance the effectiveness 
of programming in the churches of the four regions of the AMC. 

MEMBERSHIP/ORGANIZATION ... The recommended membership of each RPC is: 

The Pastor and lay member to Annual Meeting from each church in the region. 

Other ordained clergy as defined in R2.000. 

Local pastors from local churches. 

Active diaconal minister. 

Campus ministers within the region. 

A United Methodist Woman representative. 

Three (3) at-large members elected from the region at the first RPC meeting of the 
quadrennium, the recommended persons being a youth (age 13-18), a young adult (age 18- 
30), and an ethnic minority person.

Each RPC shall elect its own chair to serve for a four- (4-) year term, alternating clergy 
and laity. The recommended alternation is that the Kenai Peninsula and the Northern 
Regions should elect clergy chairs for the first two (2) years of any quadrennium and the 
Southeast and Southcentral Regions should elect clergy chairs for the last two (2) years of 
any quadrennium so as to maintain a proper balance of lay and clergy persons on the CCC. 
The chair is the linking person for the region to the CCC. 

Each RPC shall elect its own leaders according to R5.0503. 

MEETINGS . . . Each RPC shall meet a minimum of three (3) times a year. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES 

1. Coordinate and implement Conference programming as determined by the CCC. 

2. Explore ministries and programs that can be developed better at a regional level as 
opposed to a local church level. 

3. Provide input to the CCC for the development of Conference-wide programs and 
priorities. 

4. Where possible, provide the linkage of youth within the region. 

5. Sharing models for ministry from local churches so that “what works" might be 
duplicated in other churches. 

6. Explore "new ministries" within the region by working with the CCC and the New 
Ministries Committee. 

7. Develop regional mission emphasis- such as VIM, local mission. Missionary 
support, etc. 

ACCOUNTABILITY AND LINKAGE . . . Each RPC is linked by its chair to the 
CCC. Each RPC is responsible to the CF&A for its operating budget and expenditures. 
Each RPC will make a yearly report of its efforts to the Annual Meeting of the AMC. 
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DIVISION 6 . . . PROCEDURES 

R6.00 . . . SESSIONS: The hours of convening and adjourning the Annual 
Meeting shall be fixed by the Annual Meeting Planning Committee. A printed program 
shall be presented for adoption as the order of the Annual Meeting at the time of the 
organizing meeting. 

R6.05 . . . RESOLUTIONS, MOTIONS, AND PETITIONS 

R6.0500 . . . SUBMISSION: All resolutions, petitions, and motions (except 
procedural motions) introduced by a member of Annual Meeting shall be submitted in 
written form to the AMC Secretary. Resolutions, petitions, and motions may be 
withdrawn by the mover at any point prior to amendment or adoption. 

R6.0501 . . . Any member, local congregation member, local congregation, 
organization or agency of the AMC may present a petition(s) to the Annual Meeting for 
consideration by a legislative committee. 

R6.0502 . . . AMC commissions, committees, units, councils, or boards may present 
petitions directly to the Annual Meeting session for action. 

R6.0S03 . . . The due date for the submission of petitions to the AMC office shall be 
no less than six (6) weeks prior to the convening of the Annual Meeting. Petitions 
submitted after the due date cannot be considered without the concurrence of two-thirds 
(2/3) of the members present and voting. 

R6.0504 . . . Petitions referred to a legislative committee shall be considered, and the 
committee shall vote concurrence or non-concurrence. A vote to concur is a vote to 
present the petition to the entire Annual Meeting for consideration and action. A vote of 
non-concurrence means the petition cannot be presented to the Annual Meeting unless at 
least 25% of the members present and voting approve its introduction to the Annual 
Meeting. 

R6.0505 . . . Supplemental materials accompanying petitions may not exceed two (2) 
typed pages unless the materials are submitted in direct response to requests for 
information on the petition form itself. The petitioner shall bear responsibility for the 
reproduction and distribution of additional materials. 

R.6.15 . . . OFFERINGS: The Annual Meeting communion offering and 
offerings to defray Annual Meeting expenses are automatically approved. Offerings of any 
other nature cannot be taken without the approval of the AMPC. 

R6.20 . . . LITURGICAL MATERIALS: All liturgical materials prepared for 
use in worship at Annual Meeting or other AMC sponsored events shall be inclusive in 
their imagery, language, and participation. 

R6.25 . . . REPORTS 

R6.2500 . . , STATISTICAL AND FINANCIAL REPORTS.: Pastors shall 
submit the statistical report to the Conference Statistician and the financial report to the 
Conference Treasurer as requested by these officers. 

R6.2501 . . . PRE-ANNUAL MEETING REPORT: Reports that are to be 

printed in the Pre-Annual Meeting Handbook of the AMC shall be submitted to the 

Conference office by April 15th preceding the Annual Meeting. 

R6.30 . . . FISCAL MATTERS 

R6.3000 . . . FISCAL YEAR: The fiscal year for the AMC shall be the 
calendar year (January 1 -December 31.) 

R6.3001 . . . CLOSING: CF&A shall set the date yearly for the closing of the 

financial records of the AMC, and all remittances must be received and are due by the 

established date in order for the church to receive credit for the fiscal year. 
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R6.3002 . . • JULY SALARY: The July salary shall be paid to the pastor by the 
local church to which the pastor is appointed at the Annual Meeting. 

R6.35 . . . APPORTIONMENTS: Apportionment requests upon the charge or 
pastor shall first be referred to the CF&A. No apportionments shall be made until the 
CF&A has made its report. If the report is negative, a two-third (2/3’s) majority vote of 
the members of Annual Meeting shall be required to reverse the recommendation of the 
CF&A. 

R6.40 . . . BUDGETARY CHANGES 

R6.4000 . . . BUDGETARY CHANGES OF LESS THAN $1,000: 
Without additional reference to CF&A, changes in the proposed or adopted budget of the 
AMC of one thousand dollars ($1,000) or less may be made from the floor of Annual 
Meeting. If the proposed change increases the budget, it shall include direction concerning 
what budgetary item shall be decreased in order to maintain a balanced budget. 

R6.4001 . . . BUDGETARY CHANGES OF MORE THAN $1,000: 
Changes in the proposed or adopted budget of the AMC of more than one thousand dollars 
($1,000) must be distributed in writing at the Annual Meeting eight (8) hours prior to any 
action on the requests. 

R6.45 • . . RULES:. . . The Annual Meeting shall be governed by the rules adopted 
by the AMC and/or the Rule of the Discipline of the United Methodist Church. Robert’s 
Rules of Order shall govern all questions of procedure when the rules adopted by the AMC 
or the United Methodist Discipline do not apply. 

R6.4500 . . . RULES CHANGES: . . . Rules changes may occur in any of the 
following ways: 

By recommendation from any Conference Standing Committee, Council, Unit, or 
Regional council. 

From the Presiding Bishop and/or AMC Superintendent. 

Over the signature of three (3) members of the Annual Meeting. 

By individual members of the Annual Meeting who may submit proposals for rules 
changes to the Nomination and Rules Committee for consideration with the understanding 
that the Committee is not bound to report the proposed change to the floor for Annual 
Meeting. 

The rules of the Annual Meeting of the AMC may be amended or suspended on the first 
day of Annual Meeting by a majority vote. At all other times amendments or suspension 
of the rules requires a two-thirds (2/3) vote. 

R6.50 . . . JOURNAL 

R6.5000 . . . OFFICIAL MINUTES:. . . The record of daily proceedings of the 
Annual Meeting of the AMC as signed by the Presiding Bishop and the Secretary of the 
AMC shall be considered to be the official minutes of the Annual Meeting. 

R6.5001 , . . AMC JOURNAL: . . . The daily proceedings together with such 
supporting documents as are deemed helpful and necessary shall be published yearly as the 
AMC journal. The Conference Secretary, in consultation with the Conference 
Superintendent, shall determine what additional material shall be included in the Journal 
that is not covered by Disciplinary requirements. 

R6.5002 . . . DEADLINE: ... All material to be published in the Journal shall 
be submitted to the Secretary of the AMC by midnight of the adjournment day unless 
other arrangements are made with the Secretary. 
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XIII. Qualifications and Guidelines 

A. Qualifications for Advance Special Salary 
Support/Covenant Relationships 

Those missionaries who qualify for salary support through the Advance shall: 

1. Serve local churches with less than 200 members. 

2. Serve local churches with budgets less than $150,000 raised locally excluding debt 
retirement. (For locations which qualify for COLA by Equitable Salary standards, the 
maximum shall be $150,000 plus the COLA.) 

3. Serve local churches which are able to maintain a parsonage or housing allowance. 

4. Receive a salary not more than 10% above the minimum cash base salary (before 
COLA and years of experience are added) established by the Equitable Compensation 
Guidelines set at the Annual Meeting. (Exceptions to this shall be the first five years 
of a new ministry and Native Ministries and crisis situations). 

5. Be recommended by the Equitable Compensation Committee for approval by the 
Administrative Unit and the Conference Superintendent. 

B. Guidelines for Parsonage Standards 

Property Ownership: If a parsonage is provided, it should be owned by the local 
charge or a Board of Trustees of the Alaska Missionary Conference. Also, flexibility 
should be allowed so that a pastor and congregation can work out an arrangement whereby 
a housing allowance is provided in lieu of a parsonage. 

The House: At least four bedrooms; a basement with exit where possible; house 
plan should be flexible to allow for differing size families; family room, at least two full 
bathrooms; adequate storage; large living room; adequate weather stripping and insulation; 
screens on windows that open; double garage, not necessarily heated; dining area suitable 
for family and entertaining; sit-down eating space in the kitchen; a wood stove would be a 
desirable feature. New parsonages should be handicap accessible. 

Location: Preferable within walking distance of the church building, but not more 
than three miles away. 

Furnishings: Household personal items should be provided by the parsonage 
family. Heavy furniture and major appliances in good working order should be provided by 
the church including: beds, tables, chairs, sofa, freezer, washer and dryer, refrigerator, 
dishwasher, disposal, chests and dressers, drapes, floor coverings, lawn mower where 
needed, fire extinguisher, smoke alarms. Painting (in and out), carpet deep cleaning, 
should be scheduled on a four-year basis or change of pastor. 

Appliances and Furnishings Allowance: Each parsonage family shall have 
available to them $1000 each appointive year to be used at the discretion of pastor and 
parsonage committee for appliances and furnishings as listed above. In the first year of 
appointment, this amount shall be available tat the time of arrival of the parsonage family 
where possible. The Trustees shall keep a record of the date of purchase and repair of all 
appliances, including the heating system, and of all painting and decorating, inside and out. 
The Superintendent shall ask for the Parsonage Report at the annual Charge Conference 
meeting. 
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Garage and Grounds: If possible, a garage shall be provided with adequate lights 
and electrical outlets and sufficient space for gardening and lawn equipment, bicycles, etc. 
This should be provided with easy to operate door. Any damage to the parsonage or 
grounds caused by any household pet shall be repaired or replaced at the expense of the 
parsonage occupants. Excessive damage, beyond normal wear, to the parsonage caused by 
the parsonage family shall be repaired, replaced, or paid for by the pastor. 

Maintenance Fund: A revolving fund of $1000 shall be available for maintenance 
repairs and upkeep as authorized by the trustees. For most churches, this should be a trust 
account drawn on when needed, not necessarily budgeted in full every year. 

Insurance: Replacement value of the parsonage should be the guide for insurance 
coverage. Insurance on the pastor's personal items should be provided by the pastor. 

Parsonage Committee: The PPR Chair, the Trustee Chair, the Pastor and 
family shall meet at least once annually to review parsonage needs and existing conditions. 

Utilities: Full cost of utilities are to be provided for each parsonage, when the 
pastor lives in the parsonage. 

An Encouragement to All: We recognize that comfortable surroundings in the 
home contribute to the happiness, health, and effectiveness of the parsonage family and the 
pastor in their work for the whole church. We encourage that each parish will do its very 
best in providing such a home.
